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7-Masted Schooner To Nuclear And Super Ships 
Quincy Shipyard: Thomas Watson’s Other Invention 


t began with a 50-horse- 
[r= marine engine pains- 

fakingly constructed by the 
new firm of F.O. Wellington 
& Co. for a small passenger 
steamer out of Damariscotta, 
Maine, in the early 1880s. 

In the 1970s, the yard pro- 
‘duced 939-foot super tankers 
built by General Dynamics 
Quincy Division for Burmah 
Tankers Ltd of England, capa- 
ble of transporting 125,000 cu- 
bic meters of liquefied natural 
gas across the Atlantic Ocean. 
In the intervening 90-odd years, 
more than 1,000 ships, includ- 
ing one of the mightiest battle- 
wagons of them all, USS Mas- 
sachusetts, were built at what 
was known locally as the Fore 
River Shipyard. 

Quincy, with its more than 
27 miles of waterfront and 
deepwater channels, had been 
in the forefront of American 
shipbuilding since 1696 when 


=the ketch “Unity” was built at 


Ship Cove, the site of the pres- 


ent shipyard. 
The 116-foot ‘“Massachu- 
setts,” in its time the largest 


merchant vessel built in North 
America, was launched for the 
China trade in 1789 at the ship- 
yard of Daniel Briggs in Philip’s 
Head at Germantown. 

Unfortunately, she started a 
life as a jinx ship when a sooth- 
sayer, Moll Pitcher of Lynn, 
forecast that the ship and all her 
Crew would be lost. It took three 
tries to fill her complement for 
her maiden voyage. é 

Massachusetts reached Can- 
ton without mishap, Moll Pitch- 
er notwithstanding, and was 
sold for $65,000 to the Danish 
East India Co. 

Deacon George Thomas 
turned out 32 clipper ships over 
23 years from this shipyard at 
Quincy Point, the last of them 
the graceful 2,200-ton “Red 
Cloud,” launched in 1877 when 
Thomas was 82 years old. 

It was in the early 1880s that 
Thomas A. Watson, relaxing 
from his labors with Alexander 
' Graham Bell on the telephone, 
began making marine engines 
in a little machine shop on the 
Fore River in Braintree in part- 
nership with Frank O. Welling- 
ton. 

It was struggling along as the 
Fore River Engine Co. until the 
USS Maine blew up in Havana 
Harbor and the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War of 1898 placed a pre- 
mium on naval vessels. 

Fore River Engine Co. land- 
ed contracts to build the torpe- 
do boat destroyers “Lawrence” 
and “MacDonough” and, late 
in 1899, the 3,100-ton cruisér 
“Des Moines.” 

In order to launch “Des 
Moines,” the Fore River Engine 
Co. moved two miles north on 
the river to Quincy Neck where 


the stream was wider and deep- 
er. That’s where the shipyard re- 
mained until it closed in 1986. 

It became the Fore River 
Ship and Engine Co. in 1901, 
the Foré River Shipbuilding Co. 
in 1904, and a subsidiary of the 
Bethlehem Steel Co. in 1913. 

Bethlehem’s first great ves- 
sel was the battleship “Nevada,” 
launched in 1914, which sur- 
vived badly damaged both the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor 
and the atomic bomb tests at Bi- 
kini in 1946. She had to be sunk 
by naval gunfire. 

At the Fore River Plant = 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Corp. during World War I, the 
Yard and its affiliate, the Vic- 
tory Plant in Squantum, turned 
out more destroyers than all the 
other shipyards in the country 
combined. 

But it was in World War II 
that the Fore River Shipyard 
won its international spurs. 

On a visit to Quincy in the 
summer of 1941 as war clouds 
gathered on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific horizons, Admiral Ernest 
J. King exhorted workers at the 
Yard: “You build ’em and we’ll 
fight *em!” 

And build ’em they did! 

Between. Pearl Harbor and 
V-J Day (Aug. 14, 1945), the 
Fore River Shipyard. launched 
92 ships. Three of them, includ- 
ing the light cruiser “Pasadena,” 
were delivered in one day (June 
8, 1944). HMS Reynolds was 
built in a record 24 4 days. 

At its peak of wartime em- 
ployment on Jan. 15, 1943, 
the shipyard employed 32,000 
men and women in Quincy and 
its auxiliary yard in Hingham. 
The U.S. Navy gave it five con- 
secutive “E” (for excellence) 
awards. 

Among the ships launched at 
Fore River: 

The battleship Massachu- 
setts, 35,000 tons, launched 
Sept. 23, 1941, a full 15 months 
ahead of schedule; sank the 
French giant Jean Bart at Casa- 
blanca in her first action; logged 
225,000 wartime miles and 35 
engagements without losing a 
man. 

The aircraft carriers Lex- 
ington II, Wasp II, built in 20 
months from keel to launch; 
Bunker Hill, John Hancock, 
built and delivered in a record 
14 % months; and Philippine 
Sea, which went to Antarctica

Shipyards in Quincy and San 
Francisco made a $10,000 bet 
in 1918 on which could build 
the most destroyers in that year. 

Quincy not onky won, build- 
ing 18 destroyers to San Fran’s 
six, but added 10 submarines 
and six merchant vessels as 
well. 


with Admiral Richard E. Byrd 
in 1947. 
- The cruiser Quincy II 
launched June 26, 1943, which 
supported the invasions of Nor- 
mandy on D-Day, 1944, and 
southern France, and _trans- 
ported President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to the summit confer- 
ence at Yalta in 1945. 

The Yard also claimed to 


have originated that most mys- — 


terious of World War II graffiti, 
“Kilroy was here!” 

Seems there was a checker 
named Jim Kilroy, whose job it 
was to go around and count the 
number of holes filled by each 
riveter, who was paid by piece 
work. Each rivet Kilroy counted 
was checked off so that it would 
not be counted twice.

Shipyard turned out an amaz- 
ingly diverse number of ships. 
There were the twin pas- 


senger and cargo vessels, Con- 
stitution and Independence, for 


American Export Lines; the nu- 
clear subs Sunfish and Whale; 
the Apollo tracking ships Van- 
guard, Redstone, and Mercury. 
There was the world’s first 
nuclear-powered - surface ves- 
sel, the Long Beach;. and the 
108,500-ton super tanker, SS 
Manhattan, the largest merchant 
ship built in the United States, 
capable of carrying 38 million 
gallons of oil at 18 knots. 


The Shipyard was purchased 
by General Dynamics in 1964 
and, after a brief slump in the 
shipbuilding market, began 
@x comeback with the recent 
launching of the first LNGs 
designed to transport liquefied 
natural gas from Algeria to the 
States. 

General Dynamics ceased 
shipbuilding operations in the 
mid-1980s and closed the yard 
in 1986. Today, several non- 
shipbuilding businesses oper- 
ate at the location which 1s still 
referred to as the Fore River 
Shipyard.

Truman’s Appearance 69 Years Ago Last Visit Here By Sitting President 


t’s been almost 70 
[= since a sitting 

U.S. president has 
visited Quincy. 

_ But President Harry 
Truman’s message to an 
estimated 2,500 citizens 
from the steps of United 
First Parish Church on 
Oct. 28 1948 — just five 
days before he won the 
Presidential election that 
year — still resonates as an 
impassioned plea to put 
people ahead of politics. 

The nation’s 33rd 
President was locked in a 
tight battle with Republi- 
can Presidential Nominee 
Thomas Dewey. Truman 
arrived in Quincy near 
the end of a 30,000-mile 


whirlwind whistle stop 
train tour. 
After he was_ intro- 


duced by Quincy Mayor 
Charles Ross around 
7:30 a.m. that morning, 
Truman called his visit 
to the birthplace of two 
U.S. Presidents — John 
and John Quincy Adams 
— a “high honor.” He then 
told the assembled mass 
that the nation’s leaders 
must work together for 
the good of the country. 


“I have known about 
Quincy all my life, of 
course, because it is and 
has been the home of two 
great men. I am very glad 
to be here in this historic 
site this morning, and it 
is a very high honor to be 
presented to you on the 
steps of this church where 
two great men and their 
wives are buried. 

“You know,” = Tru- 
man _ continued, “John 
Adams and Thomas Jef- 
ferson were political én- 
emies, but they became 
fast friends. And when 
they passed away, on the 
same day (July 4, 1826), 
the last words of one of 
them was, “The country is 
safe. Jefferson still lives.’ 
And the last words of the 
other was, ‘John Adams 
will still see that things go 
forward.’ 

“You can’t beat that in 
a republic like this, my 
friends,” ‘Truman said. 
“That is was makes this 
country great. We can 
have our political fights, 
but we understand that the 
other fellow has a perfect 
right to his views no mat- 
ter what they may be, and 


he has a right to express 
them. 

“That’s what makes the 
Constitution of the United 
States the greatest docu- 
ment of government in 
the history of the world.” 

Little did anyone know 
at the time but Truman’s 
visit here 69 years ago 
this fall is the last time a 
sitting U.S. president has 
made a public appear- 
ance in the “City of Presi- 
dents.” 

Also on the steps of the 
church with Truman that 
day was seven year-old 
Katie Concannon, daugh- 
ter of David Concannon, 
a candidate for Congress. 
Katie presented the Presi- 
dent with a colorful bou- 
quet of yellow and ma- 
roon chrysanthmums. But 
that heart-warming scene 
nearly never happened. 

When Truman arrived, 
cute little Katie was told 
she could not approach 
the President with her 
flowers. But word quickly 
traveled that the young 
girl was heart-broken and 
soon enough she was al- 
lowed on the steps just 
behind the President.

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1625 And All That: Approaching 400°

This year, Mayor Tom Koch 


launched a planning effort to 


prepare for Quincy’s 400th an- 
niversary in 2025. With the 
countdown to-the big birthday 
underway, it may be worth con- 
sidering the other anniversary 
dates Quincy has commemo- 
rated, how we’ve celebrated 
historical anniversaries, and the 
significance of 1625. 

Quincy has at various points 
celebrated three other landmark 
dates in the evolution of the 
community. The incorporation 
of the original town of Brain- 
tree in 1640, was celebrated in 
1840 with a procession, cer- 
emonies at First Parish Church, 
a dinner, comments from two 
Josiah Quincys, and a grand 
ball. Quincy held a somewhat 

-more modest commemoration 
in 1940. While the area that is 
now Quincy formed the major 
part and the heart of the origi- 
nal Braintree, the present Town 
of Braintree made more of the 
1940 anniversary, as it did again 
for the 375th in 2015. 

In 1988, Quincy marked the 
centennial of Quincy’s move 
from town to city government 
with speeches and _ fireworks. 
Four years later it celebrated the 
bicentennial of the 1792 estab- 
lishment of Quincy as a sepa- 
rate town, with a parade and 
fireworks and an event at which 
the city councilors donned 18th 
century garb to re-enact the first 
meeting of town selectmen. The 
one significant year that appears 
never to have been commemo- 
rated is 1634, when the colonial 
legislature voted that Boston 
have “enlargement at Mt. Wol- 
laston,” thereby establishing the 
permanent English settlement 
here. 

There seems always to have 
been this urge to note signifi- 
cant anniversaries of historic 
years. The earliest such com- 
memoration here was:a centen- 
nial in the mid-1700s. But this 
was not a 1740 celebration of 
the 1640 town incorporation, 
and it did not involve parades 
or fireworks. True to the town’s 
Puritan nature, it was a Septem- 
ber, 1739 service at the Hancock 
Meetinghouse to mark the cen- 
tennial of the first gathering of 
the congregation, some months 
ahead of town incorporation. At 
the service, Rev. John Hancock 
delivered his “Centennial Ser- 
‘mons,” which—while placing 
their main focus on the history 
of the congregation— inevitably 
also dealt with town history 
and thus became an invaluable 
source for our knowledge of 
Quincy’s earliest history. 

Big-time historical celebra- 
tions seem to really have taken 
off, however, in the late 19th 
and the 20th centuries. And this 
may be due to both an increased 
appetite for spectacle and an 
increased self-awareness about

ry as a settlement on June 12, 1925. 


historical heritage. In 1892 
Quincy fused celebration of the 
centennial of its emergence as a 
separate town with that year’s 
July 4th festivities. There were 
orations by Mayor Henry Fair- 
banks and Charles Francis Ad- 
ams, Jr. But there were also a 
parade of “horribles,” a bicycle 
race, and a giant fireworks dis- 
play. The immediately ensuing 
years saw a burst of historical 
preservation activity —includ- 
ing the founding of Quincy 
Historical Society, creation of 
the Miles Standish and Abigail 
Adams cairns, and preservation 
of the Adams Birthplaces. 

By far Quincy’s biggest 
historical party, though, was 
the 1925 Tercentennial. This 
week-long extravaganza fea- 
tured, along with much else, a 
mammoth parade, the unveiling 
of the granite ball next to’ City 


Hall—a 300th birthday gift 
from the Granite Manufacturers 
Association—and a 3-hour long 
historical pageant of Quincy, 
staged and performed by city 
residents, with a cast and crew 
numbering far into the hun- 
dreds. There were 5 perfor- 
mances over 4 days at— where 
else? — Pageant Field. 

The Tercentennial appears 
to have been the first occasion 
on which the 1625 date was 
celebrated. Why was it previ- 
ously downplayed and why 
now highlighted? The urban- 
ization of Quincy may have 
provoked a longing to recapture 
the ultimate origin of the com- 
munity. It is significant that the 
1888 Quincy City Seal, with its 
motto “Manet” —“‘it remains” — 
depicts the 1625 arrival of Cap- 
tain Wolllaston. Urbanization 
of course also brought social 


and cultural change. By 1925, 
Quincy was no longer the Pu- 
ritan town that it was in 1739 
and largely still was even in 
1840. It was a prosperous, for- 
ward-looking, multi-ethnic city. 
There would be few qualms 
about emphasizing the 1625 
story and its distinctly un-Puri- 
tan elements. Indeed, Thomas 
Morton, a main character in that 
story, had gone in the decades 
prior to 1925 from being re- 
garded as an agent of the devil 
to being seen as something of a 
hero. 

The story of Richard Wollas- 
ton and Thomas Morton and the 
1625 settlement is detailed in an 
article elsewhere in this issue. 
In 2017, although we know a bit 
more about those two men and 
that venture than people did in 


- 1925, much about the story re- 


mains sketchy. But sketchiness 


only adds to the sense of mys- 
tery and Romantic adventure 
that is part of the story’s appeal. 
Everything we do know about 
Wollaston. and Morton con- 
firms that they would fit right 
in as characters in one of those 
mini-series On premium cable 
about skullduggery, intrigue, 
and naughtiness in Renaissance 
England. 

What has become the stan- 
dard version of the Wollaston- 
Morton story was written by 
Governor William Bradford 


_of Plymouth: Captain Wollas- 


ton establishes a trading post 
colony staffed with a company 
of men; Wollaston departs for 
Virginia and Morton subverts 
Wollaston’s designated second- 
in-command, becomes the lead- 
er of the company of men and

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Flag Day: Quincy’ s Grand Old Tradition 


n 1948, the City’s future Park 

Director Richard J. Koch 
started a small intramural men’s 
softball program league that 
_ played weekends at Cavanagh 
Field in North Quincy. 

Soon after, a bowling league 
formed, followed by youth 
baseball and the City’s first girls 
softball league in 1952 that was 
led by Richard Koch’s wife, 
Simone. In the decades that fol- 
lowed, what became known as 
the Koch Club became a thriv- 
ing recreational and charitable 
organization that touched tens 
of thousands of lives across the 
City. 

One of the many lasting lega- 
cies of the Koch Club is the City 
of Quincy’s annual Flag Day 
Parade and Celebration. It start- 
ed in 1952, with Richard Koch 
handing out small American 
flags to his youth baseball play- 
ers and leading them on a short 
march through North Quincy, 
ending with a flag-raising cer- 
emony at Cavanagh Field 

As the Koch Club grew, the 
Flag Day Parade grew with it. 
The parade expanded to include 
Koch Club participants from 
other areas of the City and in- 
vitations to march ultimately in- 
cluded every youth organization 
in the City at the time — includ- 
ing the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 
church groups and others. As 
the number of marching, flag- 
holding youngsters ballooned to 
the hundreds, the parade route 
was changed in 1964, step- 
Ping off in Quincy Square and 
marching to Veterans Memorial 
Stadium in Wollaston — where 
the flag-raising was held for 
many years. 

Bands, honor guards, and 
grand marshals continued the 
parade’s growth, and the event 
became of the City’s larg- 
est annual community events 
throughout the 1960s, 70s and 
80s. Honored guests during 
those years included General 
George S. Patton, Jr. — the son of

the legendary tank commander 
and a himself a distinguished 
commander in the Korean and 
Vietnam wars -- and Richard 
Stratton, a Quincy native held 
as a prisoner of war in Vietnam 
for 2,251 days. 

What we know as today’s 
huge Flag Day Parade and Cel- 
ebration — including fireworks 
and expanded parade partici- 
pants and ceremonies, had its 
origins following the passing of 
Mr. Koch in 1987. The event 
was taken over by Mr. Koch’s 
son, Thomas, but it faced an un- 
certain future and there was talk 
that it may have run its course. 

In the early 1990s, a group 
of businessmen led by Edward 
Keohane of Keohane Funeral 
Home, Bob Curry of Curry 
Hardware and Michael McFar- 
land stepped in to help bring 
new life to the event. They un- 
derstood the value of the event

in creating a sense “Of pride in 
the City and the sense of patrio- 
tism it instilled in its young peo- 
ple. Working with Mayor James 
Sheets and the younger K 


. who was an aide to the May@r at 


the time, they together created 
an event sponsored by the City 
and business community that 
would ultimately become one of 
the largest of its kind anywhere 
in America and Quincy’s most 
anticipated event of the year. 

While most communities 
point to Independence Day as 
their patriotic summer kick-off 
complete with parades and fire- 
works — Quincy does Flag Day. 
And it’s worked out pretty’ well 
for what’s now approaching al- 
most 70 years. 

Through all the additions 
over the years — the bands, the 
floats, the music, a fireworks 
display widely considered the 
most spectacular anywhere out-

chief. Things get so bad that 
Plymouth has to send Myles 
Standish to bust the company 
and ship Morton back to Eng- 
land. 

Yet, it’s far from clear that 
events happened quite that 
neatly. The possibility remains 
that the Wollaston colony and 
the Morton episode were two 
- entirely separate sequences of 
events. Richard Wollaston now 
looks far “Tess respectable but 
far more interesting than the 
shadowy figure in Bradford’s 
account. He was, in the words 
of historian Hobart Holly, “a 
soldier of fortune type.” He 
probably came to New England 
not as captain of the ship but as 
the captain, i.e. the boss, of the 
group of indentured servants be- 


ing sent here. At various other 
times in his life, he did captain a 
ship, fight as a soldier in various 
armies, become a pirate, and 
cross paths with Captain John 
Smith and Sir Walter Raleigh. 
Thomas Morton, having been 
in the century since 1925 the 
subject of extensive scholarly 
research and analysis, remains 
a perplexing figure. He prob- 
ably did have more than a touch 
of the con man in him, and he 
certainly was an inveterate in- 
triguer. 

But because he was able to 


write his own story, people have’ 


seen in him other qualities that 
often seem lacking in Bradford 
and other early New England- 
ers. He had come to be seen 
as at least a bit of hero by 1925 
because writers had begun to 


depict him as a symbol of free- 
dom against Puritan repression. 
In recent years, scholars and 
writers have enlisted him as a 
forerunner of other contem- 
porary concerns: as someone 
who saw Native Americans as 
human beings, not savages, and 
appreciated their culture and as 
a proto-ecologist who saw New 
England not as a frightening 
wilderness, but as “a paradise.” 

Despite, or perhaps because 
of, its ambiguities, the 1625 
story is richly evocative, a his- 
tory with dramatic events that 
also provokes ideas and dis- 
cussion. Fittingly, the City has 
framed the lead-up to 2025 as a 
time not just for the planning of 
a celebration but for a consider- 
ation of where we have been as 
a city and where we want to go.

“One of the - primary 
goals of the Department is 
to provide safe, clean water 
to all residents and business- 
es,” said DPW Commis- 
sioner Daniel G. Raymondi. 
“The Department of Public 
Works prides itself in hav- 

. ing maintained a collection 
of excellent records of their 
underground infrastructure, 


including lead water service 
connections. 

‘When the news of lead 
in the drinking water broke 
in Flint, Michigan I knew 


‘we were in a much better 


position regarding lead wa- 
ter services than most other 
cities our size. That is why 
our Lead Service Replace- 
ment Program is so impor- 
tant. This program protects 
our children and improves 
the health of our commu- 
nity.” 

With the support of May- 
or Koch, the City Council 
approved a plan to replace 
all the lead water services 
and to fund the project 
through the MWRA’s 0 per- 
cent interest loan program. 
This timely action, outreach 
and education resulted in a 
better than 90 percent par- 
ticipation in the program. 

“This important Public 
Works initiative, which is 
unmatched in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, is a 
great opportunity to educate 
the public about the dangers 
of lead and to eliminate lead 
from all water service lines,” 
Raymondi said. 

Quincy consumes ap- 
proximately 10 million gal- 
lons of water per day from 
the Massachusetts Water Re- 
sources Authority (MWRA). 
The City of Quincy owns 
and maintains about 228 


miles of water main piping 
and 23,500 service connec- 


tions. While properly treat- 


ed water limits the dangers 
of lead pipes, lead service 
lines, lead solder used in 
plumbing and some brass 
fixtures in homes can in- 
crease the risk of exposure 
to lead through drinking wa- 
ter. Corrosion of lead-based 
materials can add lead to 
tap water, especially if wa- 
ter sits for a long time in the 
pipes before it is used. 

The DPW reached out 
to all residents impacted 
by lead water service pipes, 
mailed educational materials 
to homeowners, conducted 
home inspections and on- 
site water sampling, docu- 
mented specifics about each 
individual service replace- 
ment and updated its prog- 
ress on the DPW website. 
At the same time, DPW en- 
gineers developed -plans and 


- specifications for the work. 


In addition, the DPW held 
public and private meetings 
with affected homeowners 
to educate them and also ac- 
quired the necessary Right 
of Entry agreements so that 
we could perform the pri- 
vate property portion of the 
work.

Fore River Low 
Bidder On Export 
Line Contract 


The Fore River Shipyard is the low bidder on two pas- 
senger vessels-for the American Export Lines. 

The local bid, submitted to the Maritime Commission by 
the Bethlehem Steel Office in New York, was the lowest of 
bids from three yards opened by the Commission in Wash- 
ington. 

News of Fore River's low bid was received from the na- 
tional capital by Alexander Purdom, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Quincy Chamber of Commerce. The Fore River 
bid was $27,991 000 for one ship and $26,113,000 for each 
of two ships. 

Estimated construction time for the first ship was 760 
days and 850 days for the second ship. 

EASTERN MASS DENIES WAGE PROPOSAL 

New wage proposals, which averted a strike of 2,100 
AFL bus drivers of the Eastern Massachusetts Street Rail- 
way serving 50 communities, came from the union and not 
the company, management said.

Historic J osiah Quincy House Goris For Season Saturday 


Historic New England’s 
Josiah Quincy House in 
Wollaston will open for the 
season with free tours on 
Saturday, June 3, from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Built as a country estate 
in 1770, the Quincy House 
was surrounded by fields 
and pastures overlooking 
Quincy Bay. Its elegant ar- 
chitectural details befit the 
status of the man who built 
it, the Revolutionary War 
leader Colonel Josiah Quin- 
CVs 20 

Among the house’s un- 
usual features is its “moni- 
tor” roof. From this prospect 
Col. Quincy had a clear view 
of Boston Harbor, where he 
watched troop movements 
during the Revolution. In 
1775, he scratched “Gover- 
nor Gage sail’d for England 
with a fair wind” into one of 
the windows of the monitor 
roof. That pane of glass was 
carefully preserved by the 
family, and is on display in 
the house today.

If you spend time out- 
doors, chances are you have 
been pestered by poison ivy 
at some point. 


It starts _—_ innocently 


enough. You chop down a 


scraggly shrub while doing 
yardwork. Then, your arms 
and legs begin to tingling 
and turn red. Before you 
know you are covered with 


- an itchy rash. Much too late 


you realize that shrub was 
actually poison ivy. Most 
people are sensitive to the 
plants’ oily sap. The sap is 
in the root, stems, leaves and 
fruit of these plants. If it gets 
on your skin, it produces a 
blistering skin rash. . 
Problems can also arise 
if the plants are burned. Air- 
borne sap-coated soot can 
get into the eyes, nose, throat 
and respiratory system. 
Poison ivy is a plant in- 
digenous to North America. 


The ivy is a climbing vine 
linked to the cashew fam- 
ily. Poison ivy produces an 
oily. chemical called urush- 
iol onto the surface of its 
leaves. When people come 
in contact with poison ivy, 
the urushiol can trigger an 


allergic skin reaction that 


produces dermatitis, a red- 
dish, itchy, and painful 
inflammation of the skin. 
Close relatives of poison ivy 
plants that produce compa- 


rable dermatitis symptoms 


are poison oak and poison 
sumac. The poison ivy rash 
is an allergic reaction to 
the oily urushiol chemical 
from the leaf surface. This 
is an individual’s allergic re- 
sponse to the chemical and 
is thus not considered to be 
contagious. 

Nevertheless, if a per- 
son comes in contact with 
the oily chemical from an 


affected person’s skin or 
clothing, then the urushiol 
could be transferred and a 
poison ivy rash may devel-, 


Op in a second individual. 


Direct contact with the oily 
chemical causes the symp- 
toms and signs attributed to 
poison ivy. 

Symptoms of poison ivy 
are: 

¢ Localized mild 
redness (erythema) 

Itchy skin 

More severe symptoms 
may include the following: 

¢ Diffuse skin redness 

¢ Edema 

¢ Severe pain and/or itch- 
ing 
¢ Blister (bullous) skin 
lesions 

¢ Secondary skin infec- 
tions 

The primary treatment 
for someone who has re- 
cently been exposed to any 


skin 


of these plants includes rins- 
ing the affected area with 
ample amounts of warm 
water within 20-30 minutes 
of exposure to remove the 
oily plant resin. The useful- 
ness of rinsing decreases 
with the passage of time, 
because the oily plant resin 
is quickly absorbed into the 
skin. Some experts advocate 
rinsing with rubbing alco- 
hol, commercially avaifable 
poisonous plant washes, or 
degreasing soaps and de- 
tergents. Cortisone prepa- 
rations and antihistamines 
may help reduce the symp- 
toms and signs. 
Dermatologists imply 
that the first exposure to 
poison ivy has an incuba- 
tion period of about five to 
21 days before the rash ap- 
pears. However, repeated 
exposure to poison ivy re- 
sults in the rash appearing

1. Look for “broad

spectrum” coverage. You 
want a sunscreen that pro- 
tects you from UVA and 
UVB rays, and contains a 
minimum of SPF 15. 

2. Don’t be fooled by 
the numbers. An SPF (sun 
protection factor) of 15 
means it blocks 93 percent 
of UVB rays. SPF 30 blocks 
97 percent of UVB rays, 
while SPF 50 blocks 98 per- 
cent of UVB rays. Double 
the number DOES NOT 
mean double the protection. 

3. Water resistant is not 
waterproof. Water resistant 
means the SPF level stays 
effective after 40 minutes in

water. Very water resistant 
means the sunscreen will 
stay effective after 80 min- 
utes in water. 

4. People with skin sen- 
sitivity should look for 
sunscreen designed for 
children. This type of sun- 
screen tends to be free of 
fragrances, alcohols or pre- 
servatives, and favors min- 
erals over chemicals as the 
active ingredients. 

5. Oily or acne-prone 
skin? Look for water-based 
sunscreen.

exposure to poison ivy and

symptoms and signs de- 
scribed previously. Usually 


no further tests are required... 


Poison ivy is not conta- 
gious and is not spread like 
an infectious disease from 
person to person. Nonethe- 
less, it can spread if the oily 
chemical on one person’s 
skin is touched by another 
person. Even if the oil is on 
a person’s skin or clothing, 
anyone who comes in con- 
tact with the :rritant may de- 
velop symptoms. Addition- 
ally, if the person who has 
poison ivy touches clothing 
or other areas of his body 
that has the irritant on the 
skin surface; it can spread 
to other parts of their own 
body. 

Consequently, it is very 
important to clean off the 
skin and clothing that has 
been exposed to the oil 
and to not scratch or touch 
the develgping rash area if 
it has not been washed off 
as this could transfer oil to 
the eyes, mouth, or other 
areas of the body. Washing 
the exposed area within 20 
minutes after exposure di- 
minishes the symptoms and 
signs of poison ivy rash. 
Once the oily irritant is re- 
moved, spread of the rash is 
prevented, although itching 
and some pain may take a 
few days to fade. 

Individuals with a poi- 
son ivy rash usually do not 
require medical care. The 
majority of individuals with 
poison ivy will have the rash 
and other symptoms gradu- 
ally resolve over a period of 
about one to three weeks. 
Home care may include cool 
showers, cool compresses, 
calamine lotion, and/or hy- 
drocortisone cream. If any 
blisters develop, it is advis- 
able to leave them alone and 
refrain from scratching the

irritated skin area. 

However, some 
viduals may be extremely 
sensitive or allergic to the 
oily chemical produced by 
poison ivy. If any of the fol- 
lowing symptoms or signs 
arise after being in contact 
with the irritant produced 
by poison ivy, the individ- 
ual should seek immediate 
medical care: . 

¢ Difficulty with breath- 
ing or trouble swallowing 

e¢ Swelling, especially 
around the eyes 

¢ Fever 

¢ A rash develops on the 
face and/or genitalia. 

e A rash covers most of 
an individual’s body. 

e Nothing relieves the 
discomfort (itching, pain) of 
the rash + 

To outsmart poison ivy: 

¢ Wash your garden tools 
and gloves routinely. If you 
think you may be working 
around poison ivy, wear long 
sleeves, long pants tucked 
into boots, and impermeable 
gloves. 

¢ Wash your pet if it may 
have brushed up against 
poison ivy, oak, or sumac. 
Most pets are not sensitive 
to poison ivy, but the oil can 
stick to their fur and cause 
a reaction in someone who 
pets them. 

¢ Wash your skin in soap 
and cool water as soon as 
possible if you come in con- 
tact with a poisonous plant. 
The sooner you cleanse the 
skin, the greater the chanc- 
es that you can remove the 
plant oil or help prevent fur- 
ther spread.

Dear Rusty: I would like to know how much money 
has been taken out of Social Security by presidents, and 
was any paid back with or without interest on the withdraw- 
al? Signed: Wants to Know 
Dear Wants to Know: The idea that any President or 
Congress has taken money out of the Social Security Trust 
Fund is simply not an accurate description of how the Social 
Security system works. I know these accusations abound on 
the Internet, normally promoted by someone or some orga- 
nization trying to further a political agenda. But the reality 
is that the Social Security program has, since its inception 
in 1935, been a “pay as you go” system where current work- 


ers pay Social Security taxes to fund benefits for current : 


beneficiaries. 
Over the years, when there were many more workers than 


beneficiaries, considerably more was taken in than was paid ~ 


out in benefits and the surplus each year is placed in the So- 
cial Security Trust Fund, which as of June 2016 had a value 
of 2.81 trillion dollars. By law, Social Security is required 
to invest that surplus in special issue U.S. Treasury securi- 
ties, not unlike those available to private investors, which 
are backed by the “full faith and credit of the U.S. Govern- 
ment,” but these special issue securities are redeemable at 
any time at face value. These securities typically yield inter- 
est of about 1.5 - 2.375 percent (2016 rates), and this interest 
aids in growing the value of the trust fund. 

Now, yes, investing in those securities is technically 
loaning money from the Trust Fund to the U.S. Treasury, 
where the money can be used for any purpose the Govern- 
ment sees fit, just like all other revenues the Government 
collects from anywhere. But that loan and those securities 
can be called for payment at any time by the Social Secu- 
rity Administration when it needs money to pay benefits to 
Social Security recipients. So when you read or hear some- 
thing about Congress or one or the other President “raid- 
ing” the Social Security Trust Fund, it is simple hyperbole 
designed to stir emotion and promote an agenda. The reality 
is that Social Security must, by law, invest surplus funds 
in interest-bearing special issue Government securities, es- 
sentially loaning money to the U.S. Treasury which must be 
repaid upon demand. 

It’s worthwhile to note here that there are actually two 


parts to the “trust fund”; one for Old Age and Survivors In- 


surance (OASI) benefits and another for Disability Insur- 
ance (DI) benefits. Although there is now 2.8 trillion dollars 
in both of these funds, the current lower ratio of workers to 
beneficiaries means that both of these funds either already 
are (as with DI) or soon will (as with OASI) start to be de- 
pleted to pay benefits. This is why you are now hearing 
concerns about Social Security’s financial solvency. Cur- 
rent projections by the Funds’ Trustees are that the Disabil- 
ity Insurance fund will be depleted by about 2022 and the 
OASI fund will be depleted about 2034. If Congress does 
not act before then to reform the program, benefits at that 
time would be limited to paying out only as much as was re- 
ceived in Social Security revenue, which could mean about 
a 21% reduction in benefits. However, given the intensity 
of the spotlight on this issue today, it’s probable that Con- 
gressional action will be taken in sufficient time to ensure 
the program’s solvency for the foreseeable future.

Also approved that night 
were new positions in the 
city assessor’s office and the 
IT and Park Departments. 

The finance committee 
met May 24 to vet the de- 
partmental budgets as part of 
its ongoing review of Mayor 
Thomas Koch’s $299.43 
spending plan for fiscal year 
2018. The council made no 
cuts during the meeting, and 
each budget voted on was 
approved without opposi- 
tion. 

The largest budget the 
council reviewed is_ the 
$101.66 million the Quincy 
Public Schools will receive, 
up from $98.75 million in 
the current fiscal year. Un- 


der state law, the council - 


sets the bottom line for the 
school budget, with the 
School Committee respon- 
sible for allocating those 
funds. The school board 
held a public meeting on the 
school budget at 6:30 p.m. 
yesterday (Wednesday) in 
the Coddington Building. 


The total school system 


budget for FY18 will be 
$105.9 million — including 
both the city appropriation 
and about $4.2 million in 
funds from the state’s circuit 
breaker program — an in- 


crease of $3.3 million over 
the current fiscal year. 
James Mullaney, the 
school system’s business 
manager, said the budget 
includes $2 million in con- 
tractual increases, giving 
the schools about $1.3 mil- 
lion extra-to allocate. That 
money will go towards six 
new teachers: two at the el- 
ementary level, two English 
language learners teachers, a 
special education teacher, a 
part-time engineering/tech- 


nology teacher at the middle 


school level, and part-time 
music teacher. The budget 
also provides for a pair of 
middle school library/media 
specialists, an elementary 
nurse and ELL aide and ELL 
translator, all full-time. 

School Supt. Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro said the prior- 
ity is keeping class sizes in 
check. 

“We build from the inside 
out,” he said. “We focus on 
our students first and signifi- 
cantly on class size.” 

Also approved May 24 
was the budget for the city 
assessor’s office. The asses- 
sor’s budget provides fund- 
ing for a dedicated commer- 
cial assessor, but the overall 
departmental budget will 
drop by about $30,000 in 
FY18 to $1.07 million be- 
cause of decreases in con- 
tractual and software line 
items. 

The budget for the IT 
Department, which includes 
money for a new technician, 
was likewise approved. The 
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technician will be tasked 
with training city employ- 
ees on financial and other 
software, according to IT 
Director Chuck Phelan. The 


IT budget will increase from 
$2.5 million $2.65 million, 


which will also cover rising 
costs of various software 
programs the city uses. 
The Park Department 
budget, which will increase 
from $2.35 million to $2.48 
million, was approved as 
well on May 24.

Marathas said the ener- 
gy-efficiency work would 
reduce the Quincy Housing 
Authority’s energy usage by 
more than 70 percent. 

Ribbon-cutting ceremo- 
nies are scheduled for June 
22 to usher in the energy- 
efficiency projects. The first 
will take place at 9 a.m. at 
O’Brien Towers, with an- 
other at 10 a.m. at Pagnano 
Towers. 

The housing authority has 
also received grants worth 


$2 million for modernization 
work at Crowley Court and 
Tobin Towers. The kitchens 
and bathrooms at Crowley 
Court will be replaced, in- 


’ cluding walk-in showers for 


the residents and new win- 
dows; the buildings there 
will be re-sided as well. At 
Tobin Towers, the sliding 
doors and windows will be 
replaced, and new flooring 
will be installed throughout 
common areas. 

A $400,000 flooring re- 

placement project is also

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Councillors Voice Concerns 
Over Traffic, Parking

Several councillors criti- 
cized the,city department 
responsible for traffic and 
parking for not having a bet- 
ter plan to deal with those 
issues throughout Quincy at 
a recent finance committee 
meeting. 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain — who asked that the 
committee’s vote on the 
Traffic, Parking, Alarm and 
Lighting Department bud- 
get be put. on hold during 
the May 24 meeting — said 
in a phone interview he was 
concerned the department 
does not have any solu- 
tions to several major issues 
the city is facing in terms 
of traffic and parking. The 
council will consider the de- 
partment’s budget again on 
June 5. 

Cain noted there are nu- 
merous new developments 
under construction in Quin- 
cy, which will increase the 
number residents in the city. 
In the coming months, the 
MBTA will begin work at 
all four stations in Quincy, 
including Wollaston, which 
will be shutdown for reno- 
vations for 20 months dur- 
ing which one-quarter of 
the 550 parking spaces on 
site will be lost, and North 
Quincy, where construction 
of a mixed-use development 
on site could commence as 
soon as next January. Cain 
added that neighborhood 
parking has been a problem 
in several areas he repre- 
sents and he has asked city 
officials about neighbor- 
hood parking programs. — 

“I just want to have an 


idea someone is taking a’ 


look at these macro traffic 
issues and looking at solu- 
tions,” he said. 

Cain pressed the adminis- 
tration for a pedestrian safety 


master plan in the spring of 
2016. Mayor Thomas Koch 
has proposed a $2.3 million 
citywide traffic, parking, pe- 
destrian and bicycle study as 
part of his latest $25 million 
capital improvement plan, 
now pending before the 
council. Cain said the TPAL 


. Department, which the city 


launched last July, should 
be able to look at issues fac- 
ing the city before the study 
takes place. 

“The department should 
be doing the front-end work 
in identifying these prob- 
lems before bringing in out- 
side consultants,” he stated. 

The TPAL Department 
would see its budget increase 
to $2.8 million in fiscal year 
2018 under Koch’s propos- 


_al, which would allow the 


department to hire a second 
junior traffic engineer. The 
department presently has a 
budget of $2.5 million. 

Michael Coffey, who 
oversees the department, 
came under criticism at the 
budget hearing for saying 
TPAL alone would not be 
able to solve the city’s traffic 
and parking woes. He said a 
-collaborative effort, under- 
taken as part of the traffic 
and parking study Koch has 
included in his latest capital 
plan, is needed to do so. 

“Many of the issues that 
we’re facing today are a 
reflection of growth and 
change over the last 30 or 
40 years. I would like to 
give you a plan that says 
we're going to fix every- 
thing in the next fiscal year, 
but that’s unrealistic,” Cof- 
fey said. 

“It’s going to take a very 
good plan, put together with 
a lot of input from commu- 
nity members and a lot of 
experts...It will take your 
involvement and your sup-

port. It will need funding. 
This is not the responsibility 


- of the TPAL Department to 


fix all the traffic and parking 
issues. It’s your responsibil- 
ity. It’s my responsibility. 
It’s the mayor’s responsibil- 
ity. It’s the community’s re- 
sponsibility.” - 

Cain, at the meeting, 
said he understands Coffey 
might not have all the an- 
swers to the traffic and park- 
ing problems, but said the 
department should have at 
least some solutions. 

“The most pertinent is- 
sues we. have right now are 
Quincy as a whole is under 
construction and, families 
have four and five cars, so 
what are we going to do to 
alleviate some of that prob- 
lem? You’re not going to 
solve it, but I can’t believe 
you didn’t have anything,” 
Cain said. 

“There’s no idea, no con- 
cept...That’s crazy. That’s 
disturbing, because these~ 
are some of the greatest is- 
sues we have. If we don’t 
have the faintest idea how 
to solve them, then we’re in 
deep, deep trouble.” = 

Other councillors raised 
concerns about traffic and 
parking at the meeting as 
well. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci said he would op- 
pose the $2.3 million traffic 
and parking study the mayor 
has proposed and would 
rather give TPAL more funds 
to hire additional traffic en- 
gineers. The department cur- 
rently has a traffic engineer 
and one junior engineer, and 
the budget proposal would 
allow for the hiring of a sec- 
ond junior engineer, which 
Palmucci called a baby step 
in the right direction.

entry into the building and noted 
that a door. on the other side was 
open. He then asked two passer- 
bys if they saw a man running 
and they said he ran out the oth- 
er side of the building. 

Construction workers then 
pointed out to the Officer that 
the suspect ran into an adjacent 
shipping container and shut the 
door. At this time, Officer Mi- 
chael Sullivan arrived on scene 
to provide back up for Officer Matthews. The officers made 
a gradual approach to the container and saw that the suspect 
was inside, so they drew their duty weapons and instructed 
the suspect to exit with his hands high in the air. 

Despite instructing the suspect to exit the container four 
or five times, he still refused to comply with the verbal in- 
structions. Officer Matthews then warned the suspect that a 
Quincy Police K-9 unit was en route and would be released 
into the trailer. Upon hearing this, the suspect came out and 
was immediately handcuffed. The back pack was retrieved 
from the station platform and inside was a large black han- 
dled screwdriver. 

Sgt. David Pacino arrived on scene and was advised of 
what occurred. Officer Michael Sullivan put the suspect in 
his cruiser while Sergeant Pacino made contact with the 
reporting resident and his roommate. He learned that they

were both asleep in the second floor bedroom when one of 
them heard someone attempting to open the bedroom door. 
Initially the resident thought that it was. his roommate and 
went back to sleep, but a few seconds later he heard a loud 
thud/bang emanating from the direction of the other bed- 
room. He exited his room and found his roommate standing 
in the hallway in a panicky state. 

He was told that a male broke into her bedroom while she 
was in bed. He said after learning this, he ran to the kitchen — 
to grab a steak knife as he feared for his life. He then went 
outside looking for the suspect. He didn’t see him but saw 
the detail officer and told him what occurred. The female 
victim/roommate said that she initially heard scraping at 
her door and moments later her door flung open and a male 
holding a large silver screwdriver in his hand entered her 
room, but immediately fled the building. 

Sgt. Pacino asked the female victim if she could identify 
the suspect and she said yes.

There were small‘indentations on the door frame and 
around the door’s lock which were consistent with the re- 
covered screwdriver. 

The suspect, a 55-year-old Boston resident, was is charged 
with breaking and entering in the daytime, possession of 
burglarious tools and defacing property.

Zuckerberg, Chan 
Visit Quincy High

Dr. Priscilla Chan, the 
valedictorian of Quincy 
High School’s Class of 
2003, recently returned to 
her alma mater to meet and 
greet with students, joined 
by her husband, Facebook 
founder and CEO Mark 
Zuckerberg. 

The couple visited the 
school May 23 before head- 
ing to Harvard University, 
where they toured the dorm 
room in which Zuckerberg 
started the social network 
while still a student. Zuck- 
erberg was the speaker at 
Harvard’s commencement 
ceremonies on May 25. 

Chan and Zuckerberg 
met with 10 seniors at Quin- 
cy High, along with two of 
her former teachers — Don- 
ald Long and Peter Swan- 
son, who was also her tennis 
coach — QHS Principal Lar- 
ry Taglieri said. The couple 
then met with six members 
of the robotics team and 
their faculty advisor, Mike 
Gendron. — 

“We’re always welcom- 
ing alumni back to our 
school and having Priscilla 
here was very special,” Ta- 
glieri said. “Her bringing her 
husband just added to it.” 

The principal said Zuck- 
erberg and Chan met with 
the students, discussing their 
aspirations and plans for the 
future among other topics. 

“They are such down to 
earth people,” Taglieri said. 
“They were so interested in 
what our kids were doing.” 

Chan, who grew up in 
Quincy, was a member of 
both the robotics team and 
tennis team at Quincy High. 
She then attended Harvard, 
where she met Zuckerberg, 
graduating with a BA in 
biology. Chan later gradu- 
ated from the University of 
California, San Francisco’s 
medical school, and is a pe- 
diatrician. 

Chan and Zuckerberg 
married in May .2012, one 
day after Facebook made its 


debut on the stock market. 
The couple has one daugh- 
ter, Maxima Chan Zuck- 
erberg, who was bor in 
December 2015, and. Zuck- 
erberg in March announced 
they are expecting their sec- 
ond daughter. 

Chan and Zuckerberg’s 
shares in Facebook are val- 
ued at $45 billion, and they 
have pledged to donate 99 
percent of those shares to 
charity. 

Their visit to Quincy 
High was done privately. 
In a Facebook post, Zuck- 
erberg said it was special 
to see Chan give advice to 
graduating seniors. 

“Priscilla is a legend 
here,” he wrote. “Back in 
high school, she was captain 
of her tennis and robotics 
teams and took every sci- 
ence class the school of- 
fered. When she ran out of 
classes, she bought a text- 
book and created a cancer 
biology class herself. Her 
old teachers talk about how 
she looked out for them as 
much as they looked out for 
her. Even back then, they 
knew she was going to take 
care of people. 

“It was a special mo- 
ment seeing Priscilla give 
the graduating students ad- 
vice about life after Quincy. 


Priscilla was the first in her 
family to go to college, and 
even after being a rock star 
in high school it still wasn’t 
an easy transition. Most of 
the seniors we met: were 
worried about college too. 
Priscilla talked about how 
important it is to ask for 
help, and how even if col- 
lege feels uncomfortable at 
first, you’re not alone and it 
gets easier. 

“Priscilla is an amazing 
person. On days like today, 
it’s great to meet lots of 
other people who know that 
too.” 

Chan, on her Facebook 


_ page, thanked the school for 


its commitment to students. 

“Fifteen years ago, I was 
in their very seats — nur- 
tured in their community, 
challenged by classes and 
simultaneously nervous 
and excited about the fu- 
ture,” she wrote. “My time 
in science lab and the tennis 
and robotics teams was the 
foundation for my success 
in college. It’s wonderful to 
see that the same teachers 
and programs are building 
passion for learning and sci- 
ence in students today. 

“Thank you, Quincy 
High School, for nurturing 
generations of students and 
young scientists.”

Dr. Priscilla Chan, the 
valedictorian of Quincy 
High School’s Class of 
2003, recently returned to 


her alma mater to meet and:

by her husband, Facebook 
founder and CEO Mark 
Zuckerberg. . 

The couple visited the 
school May 23 before head- 
ing to Harvard University, 
where they toured the dorm 
room in which Zuckerberg 
started the social network 
while still a student. Zuck- 
erberg was the speaker at 
Harvard’s commencement 
ceremonies on May 25. 

Chan and Zuckerberg 
met with 10 seniors at Quin- 
cy High, along with two of 
her former teachers — Don- 
ald Long and Peter Swan- 
son, who was also her tennis 
coach — QHS Principal Lar- 
ry Taglieri said. The couple 
then met with six members 
of the robotics team and 
their faculty advisor, Mike 
Gendron. 

“We’re always welcom- 
ing alumni back to our 
school and having Priscilla 
here was very special,” Ta- 
glieri said. “Her bringing her 
husband just added to it.” 

The principal said Zuck- 
erberg and Chan met with 
the students, discussing their 
aspirations and plans for the 
future among other topics. 

“They are such down to 
earth people,” Taglieri said. 
“They were so interested in 
what our kids were doing.” » 

Chan, who grew up in 
Quincy, was a member of 


» both the robotics team and 


tennis team at Quincy High. 
She then attended Harvard, 
where she met Zuckerberg, 
graduating with a BA in 
biology. Chan later gradu- 
ated from the University of 
California, San Francisco’s 
medical school, and is a pe- 
diatrician. 

Chan and Zuckerberg 
married in May 2012, one 
day after Facebook made its 


debut on the stock market. 
The couple has one daugh- 
ter, Maxima Chan Zuck- 
erberg, who was born in 
December 2015, and Zuck- 
erberg in March announced 
they are expecting their sec- 
ond daughter. 

Chan and Zuckerberg’s 
shares in Facebook are val- 
ued at $45 billion, and they 
have pledged to donate 99 
percent of those shares to 
charity. 

Their visit to Quincy 
High was done privately. 
In a Facebook post, Zuck- 
erberg said it was special 
to see Chan give advice to 
graduating seniors. 

“Priscilla is a legend 
here,’ he wrote. “Back in 
high school, she was captain 
of her tennis and robotics 
teams and took every sci- 
ence class the school of- 
fered. When she ran out of 
classes, she bought a text- 
book and created a cancer 
biology class herself. Her 
old teachers talk about how 
she looked out for them as 
much as they looked out for 
her. Even back then, they 
knew she was going to take 
care of people. 

“Tt was a special mo- 
ment seeing Priscilla give 
the graduating students ad- 
vice about life after Quincy. 


Priscilla was the first in her 
family to go to college, and 
even after being a rock star 
in high school it still wasn’t 
an easy transition. Most of 
the seniors we met: were 
worried about college too. 
Priscilla talked about how 
important it is to ask for 
help, and how even if col- 
lege feels uncomfortable at 
first, you’re not alone and it 
gets easier. 

“Priscilla is an amazing 
person. On days like today, 
it’s great to meet lots of 
other people who know that 
too.” 

Chan, on her Facebook 
page, thanked the school for 
its commitment to students. 

“Fifteen years ago, I was 
in their very seats — nur- 
tured in their community, 
challenged by classes and 
simultaneously nervous 
and excited about the fu- 
ture,” she wrote. “My time 
in science lab and the tennis 
and robotics teams was the 
foundation for my success 
in college. It’s wonderful to 
see that the same teachers 
and programs are building 
passion for learning and sci- 
ence in students today.

to defend the country they 
loved. 

+ “When the mayor asked 
me to speak, I asked the 
question that I often asked 
with respect to my military 
service and it was ‘why 
me?’ said Kiley. “And the 
answer was an answer I also 
provided myself over the 
course of time and it was 
‘why not me?’” 

A former Massachusetts 
Assistant Attorney General 
and First Assistant Attor- 
ney General, Kiley told the 
spectators and special guests 
that he stood for a “differ- 
ent group, but not a differ- 
ent group for those that you 
honor.’ 

“If we are going to re- 
member, we have to remem- 
ber our young people as 
we were,” said Kiley. “So I 
stand before you as I was in 
1968 - Specialist 4 Thomas 
R. Kiley, U.S. 51732161. 
The U.S. meant that I was 
drafted. And like many of 
the young men of my gen- 
eration who served in Viet- 
nam, we didn’t go there 
gung ho as young marines. 
We didn’t go there full of 
fire and brimstone. We went 
there out of a sense of duty. 
Out of a sense of obligation. 
The answer as to why me 
then was why not me. What 
made me any different than 
anybody else who has an- 
swered the call to duty?” 

Kiley reflected on. the 
American flags on the Bos- 
ton Common and the mean- 
ing behind each one. 

“There are 37,251 flags 
on Boston Common as we 
speak today,” he said. “Re- 
membering the 37,251 men 
and women who have an- 
swered the call of duty, who 
have said either ‘gung ho let 
me go’ or have simply an- 
swered the call of duty. Ev- 
ery single one of them an- 
swered the call and should 
be honored. More than 
honored, they should be re- 
membered. To the many 
young people who are here, 
some of whom will answer 
the call of duty in the future, 
when the call of duty comes 
remember who you are to- 
day. To those of us who are 
older and celebrating the 
past, remember the young 
people as they were.” 

Kiley pointed out the sad 
reality that many of those 
who died defending the U.S. 
never lived long enough to 
fulfill the promise their lives 
held. “But the reality is that 
I’m here,” he said. “And the 
reality is that my father and 
his brothers and his grand- 
father, who was sunk in 
World War I, all survived. 
And so our generations and 
our contributions can roll 
forward. Most of the 37,251

Massachusetts people who 
died, generations died with 
them.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch told 
those gathered that Quincy 
was just one city across the 
country celebrating those 
who have fallen to preserve 
the right of flying the Amer- 
ican flag. 

“We, like every city, town 
and hamlet across the coun- 
try today pause,” said Koch. 
“Pause rightfully so to think 
about our loved ones, those 
who paved the way, those 
who went before us and 
most importantly those who 
paid the ultimate sacrifice. 
In a couple of weeks we’ll 
be celebrating Flag Day just 
down the street. If not for the 
veteran, ‘Old Glory’ would 
not be flying free all across 
this nation. So remember 
those who have gone before 
us and continue to remem- 
ber them in our prayers. 
May God continue to bless 
this great country and God 
bless all of you.” 

City Council President 
Kirsten Hughes, who later 
in the ceremony sang Amaz- 
ing Grace, urged the crowd 
to “thank a veteran” for his 
or her service. “Remem- 
ber, we are here because of 
them and it is an honor to be 
here,” she said. 

Twelve-year-old Abigail 
Coughlin, a sixth-grader at 
the Atlantic Middle School, 
sang a moving rendition of 
the National Anthem in her 
strong, falsetto voice and 
Jonathan Liang, a mem- 
ber of the Junior Air Force 
ROTC at North Quincy 
High, read the Memorial 
Day proclamation by Gov- 
ernor Charles Baker. 

“We name Memorial 
Day, the last Monday in 
May, where people remem- 
ber and honor the memory 
of all the men and women 
who fought and died in all 
American wars and con- 
flicts,” Liang read.

Council OKs $299M Budget 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council on 
Monday night approved 
Quincy’s $229.42 million 
general fund budget for fis- 
cal year 2018, which starts 
July 1, in a 9-0 vote. 

The council’s finance 
committee had reviewed 
Mayor Thomas _ Koch’s 
initial proposed budget of 
$299 431,036 during three 
hearings in May. -The com- 
mittee made four cuts to the 
budget during those hear- 
ings. Three cuts made were 
to personnel line items in the 


Department of Public Works 
budget totaling $11,545 and 
$750 was cut from an item 
for a uniform allowance 
in the Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment’s budget. 

The total general fund 
budget approved following 
those cuts is $299,418,741. 
The budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, FY17, was 
$287 870,417. 

The budget includes a 
$2.59 million increase for 
the Quincy Fire Department, 
allowing the department to

The Quincy Police De- 
partment will receive an 
increase of $1 million, in- 
cluding funding for a fifth 
captain’s position; the de- 
partment had six captains 
prior to budget cuts made in 
the midst of the 2008 reces- 
sion.

These grist 
mills,’ explained Morrill, 
such as Jenny Grist Mill in 
Plymouth, operate along the 
rivers with the water power 
instead of tide water. 

Among the distinguished 
guest who joined the meeting 
were Marianne Peak, Super- 
intendent of the Adams Na- 
tional Park, U.S Department 
of Interior, and Mr. Souther, 
decendant of Souther Fam- 
ily of Plymouth, MA. 

The Friends expressed 
their deep appreciation to 
these special guests for their 
valuable guidance and ap- 
proach the Friends should 
continue and carry on and 


to build more public aware- 
ness of this significant piece 
of Quincy Historic treasure. 

Many of the structural 
work has been accomplished 
thus far. The building itself 
has been secured to make it 
more stable with the help of 
the City of Quincy, Mayor 
Koch’s office, generosity 
of Jay Cashman Corpora- 
tion, Department of Quincy 


Public Buildings, Commu- 


nity Preservation Act fund- 
ing. Friends also thanked 
Discover Quincy, Quincy’s 
Tourism promotional of- 
fice, and generosity of space 
in The Quincy Sun by Pub- 
lisher Robert Bosworth, and 
Quincy Historical Society. 
Additionally, significant 
accomplishment by the 
Friends has been the fact that 
the Massachusetts Historic 
Commission has researched 
and determined that the 
Souther Tide Mill meets all 
the criteria to qualify to be 
registered as a National His- 


toric Site. These documents © 


have been compiled and 
signed off by the Massachu- 
setts Historic Commission 
and are now waiting for fi- 
nal signature by the City of 
Quincy and be forwarded to 
Washington, DC. 

The National Site reg- 
istration will significantly 
increase wider opportunities 
for fundraising opportuni- 
ties. It will further Quincy’s 
historic significance on the 
National level. The Mill’s 
restoration is urgent as we 
anticipate of increasing 
tourism to Quincy and sur- 
rounding towns. 

Now, as Quincy is plan- 
ning for its 400 year an- 
niversary celebration and 
looking for input from its 
citizens and civic groups, 
here is a tremendous oppor- 
tunity for us to look at all of 
our important historic sites, 
and first in the Nation, such 
as the Souther Tide Mill, 


the Granite Industry, com- 


mercial railroad, and the 
iron blast furnace. 
These sites can all be tied 


into one Quincy Historic 
Trail along with the Nation- 
al Parks. Quincy, after all, 
is the city of innovation and 
the birth of Quincy’s mari- 
time and granite industry.

Allied Fighting Men 
Will Tour Shipyard 


American and British war heroes — fighting men who 
have engaged in daring personal exploits on land, on sea 
and in the air, against the Nazis and Japan — will come to 
Quincy, Wednesday, June 10, at noon, to see an example of 
the efforts of defense workers on the home front. 

The wartime heroes, who will be in a nationwide tour 
sponsored by the U.S. Treasury Department, will visit the 
Fore River Shipyard and personally greet the workers there 
who are molding steel into fighting form. 

Plans are also being made to entertain the war heroes at a 
luncheon at the Neighborhood Club of Quincy. 

The group will include Ensign Donald F. Mason of 
Rochester, NY, of “Sighted sub, sank same” fame, Lt. Cmdr 
Harold P. Smith, who received the Navy Cross as command- 
er of the destroyer USS Stewart in battle with the superior 
Japanese naval force. 

US. FORCES SEEKING TO REGAIN 
= - CONTACT WITH MAIN JAPANESE FLEET 
RETREATING FROM THE MIDWAY AREA 

United States forces were seeking to regain contact with 
the crippled Japanese main fleet as it limped westward to- 
ward Japan. Well-informed quarters said that the Japanese 
suffered a major defeat in the June 6 battle between naval 
forces of the U.S. Pacific Fleet and Japanese naval units. 

The Midway Battle was a story of unsurpassed heroism 
and harrowing experience by the victorious Americans. (Ed- 
itor’s note: The Battle of Midway was a resounding victory 
for the United States. Japan lost all four carriers, a heavy 
cruiser, and hundreds of airmen in the battle. The American 

victory at Midway shifted the momentum in the Pacific war 
to the Americans.)

Summer camp is a time 

for kids to make lifelong 
friends and countless mem- 
ories. If you’re a pro-camp 
family you can discover a 
few good camps that meet 
your child’s needs and your 
budget, but how do you 
know how to choose the 
best out of all of the options? 
Before you even begin sort- 
ing through the seemingly 
endless possibilities in your 
area, take a good look at 
your camper and the camp 
to determine if it is safe and 
appropriate. 

A recreational camp for 
children is a day or over- 
night sports, travel, or wil- 
derness ‘program that of- 
fers recreational activities 
and instruction to campers. 
These camps typically op- 
erate anytime between June 

/i and September 30 and/or 
during school vacations, and 

_ have five or more children 
enrolled. In Massachusetts, 
recreational camps for chil- 
dren must be inspected and 
licensed by the local board 
of health in the city or town 
where the camp is located. 
In order to be licensed, the 
camp must meet all regula- 
tory standards established 
by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health 
(MDPH) and any additional 
local requirements. 

There are certain regu- 
latory requirements that a 


camp program must meet to

be licensed as a recreational 
camp for children. Programs 
that do not meet the legal 
definition of a recreational 
camp-for children are not 
subject to MDPH’s regula- 
tory provisions and conse- 
quently may not follow the 
mandatory requirements 
that apply to licensed rec- 
reational camps for children 
including: 

* completing criminal re- 
cord background checks on 
each staff person and volun- 
teer prior to employment 

¢ requiring proof -of 
camper and staff immuniza- 
tions 

¢ requiring proof of ap- 
propriate training certifica- 
tion, or experience for staff. 

In addition, neither 
MDPH nor a local board 
of health conducts on-site 
inspections of facilities that 
are not deemed recreational 
camps for children. The 
regulations establish mini- 
mum health, safety, sani- 
tary, and housing standards 
to protect the well-being of 
children who are in the care 
of recreational camps for 
children in Massachusetts. 
The local health department 
in the community where the 
camp is located can confirm 
if the camp is a licensed rec- 


- reational camp for children, 


confirm the status of the 
camp’s license, and provide 
a copy of the camp’s most 


recent inspection report. 
The primary intent of 
the inspection is to ensure 
that the camp ‘provides an 
appropriate environment to 
protect the health, safety, 
and well-being of the camp- 
ers. Inspectors observe the 
camp for: safe structures 
and equipment; adequate 
sanitary facilities; sufficient 
supervision of the campers; 
appropriate plans in case 
of medical emergencies, 


natural, and other physical, 


disasters; sufficient health 
care coverage; and injury 
and fire prevention plans. 

All counselors are re- 
quired to have at least four 
weeks experience in a super- 
visory role with children or 
four weeks experience with 
‘group camping and must 
also complete an orientation 
program prior to the camp- 
ers arrival. 

The recreational camp 
for children must conduct 
a background check for all 
camp staff and volunteers 
including obtaining and re- 
viewing their previous work 
history and confirming ref- 
erences. The camp must also 
acquire a Criminal Offender 
Record Information (CORI) 
history/juvenile record his- 
tory from the Massachusetts 
Department of Criminal Jus- 
tice Information and a Sex 
Offender Registry Informa- 
tion (SORD) report from the

Massachusetts Sex Offender 
Registry Board (SORB). 
Services to determine any 


past criminal history that 


would prevent the applicant 
from being with campers. 
The local health department 
verifies that CORI and SORI 
checks have been conducted 
during their annual licens- 
ing inspection. The camp 
is required to hire staff and 
volunteers whose _ back- 
grounds are free of conduct 
that reflects adversely upon 
their ability to provide for 
the safety and well-being of 
the campers. 
There are also various 
age ‘requirements depend- 
ing on the type of camp. 
A counselor working at a 
licensed overnight, sports, 
travel, trip, or special needs 
camp must be 18 years of 
age or have graduated from 
high school. Counselors 
working at a day camp must 
be at least 16 years of age. 
All counselors at licensed 
camps in Massachusetts are 
required to be at least three 
years older than the camp- 
ers they supervise. All li- 
censed camps are required 
to have a health supervisor 
at the camp at all times who 
is at least 18 years of age 
and is currently certified in 
first aid and CPR. The camp 


must provide backup for the 
health care supervisor froma 
Massachusetts licensed phy- 
sician, physician assistant, 
or nurse practitioner who 
serves as a health care con- 
sultant. Special needs camps 
and residential camps where 
there are a large number of 
campers and staff must have 
a licensed health care pro- 
vider, such as a physician or 
nurse, on site. 

Licensed camps are re- 
quired to keep all medi- 
cations in their original 
containers and to store all 
prescription medications in 
a locked cabinet. The only 
individual authorized to give 
your child their medication 
is a licensed health care pro- 
fessional or the camp health 
supervisor with oversight by 
the camp health care consul- 
tant. 

Camps are required to 
also retain a written disci- 
plinary policy that explains 
their methods of acceptable 
discipline. Under no cir- 
cumstances can a camper 
be subjected to corporal 
punishment, such as spank- 
ing, or be punished by with- 
holding food or subjecting 
a camper to verbal abuse or 
humiliation.

SCAM ALERT #3: 
Getting calls from debt 
collectors? They might be 
fake if the person is trying to 
collect on a loan you don’t 
recognize, asks you for sen- 
sitive information, or uses 
threats to try to scare you 
into paying. Tell the caller 
you won’t discuss the debt 
unless they provide a writ- 
ten notice that includes the 
debt amount, the name of 
the creditor, and your rights 


under the federal Fair Debt 

Collections Practices Act. . 
Never give’out or confirm 

personal financial or other 

sensitive information un~ 
less you know who you’re 

talking to. If the debt is le- 

gitimate, but the collector 

may be a fake, contact your 
creditor about the calls. 

SCAM ALERT #4: 

Scammers are creating 
fake websites that look like 
known and trusted news 
sites to sell “brain booster” 
pills. 

They post bogus articles 
about the pills with endorse- 
ments from people like 
Stephen Hawking and An- 
derson Cooper (neither has 
endorsed any such product). 
The site then links you to the 
sales page for the pills where 
you can place an order with 
a credit or debit card. 

The scammers claim 
the pills will lead to an .in- 
crease in concentration and 
memory recall, but there 
is no evidence. to support 
these claims, according to 
the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. It’s always a good idea 
to consult with your doctor 
before purchasing health 
products. 

Be a fraud fighter! If you 
can spot a scam, you can 
stop a scam.

Social Security - 
Isn’t Welfare 


Dear Rusty: I receive Social Security, but I still go in 
the hole to the tune of about $300 per month! I hear some 


people describing Social Security as “welfare” but I resent - 


that description. Between my employer and me, we pay 
over 15 percent of every paycheck to Social Security, so 
it’s not “welfare”, it’s my hard earned money that I’ve paid 
these taxes on for 47 years. The Government has spent my 
money instead of investing it to make sure I could retire and 
not live under a bridge. I think that they should pay me 
back plus interest so I can live out my retirement! |

Dear gisieege You’re right that it’s your hard earned 
money that you’ve contributed to Social Security for many 


_ years, and it’s certainly not “welfare” by any definition. I do 


understand your frustration but I’d like to clarify a couple of 
things you are concerned about. 

You’re correct that you and your employer have con- 
tributed over 15 percent of every paycheck to “FICA”, but 
not all of that goes to the Social Security Trust Fund. The 
breakdown is that 12.4 percent goes to the SS Trust Fund, 
and the rest - 2.9 percent - goes to help fund Medicare. The 
combined 12.4 percent Social Security contribution is even- 


“ly split - 6.2 percent each by you and your employer. Of the 


6.2 percent you both contribute, 5.3 percent goes to the Old 
Age & Survivors Insurance (OASI) fund from which regu- 
lar Social Security benefits are paid, and 0.9 percent goes to 
the Disability Insurance (DI) fund from which SS disability 
benefits are paid. Nevertheless it is, as you say, your money 
- and your employer’s - that goes into these funds. 

Social Security really wasn’t set up as an individual re- 
tirement investment vehicle; rather it was designed so that 
current workers contribute to a fund from which “old age 
and survivor’s” benefits are paid to eligible seniors. Said 
another way, those working now pay for those now re- 
tired. Any excess - contributions over and above that spent 
to pay benefits - is deemed to be “surplus.” 

By law, the money in the Trust Fund can’t be used for 
anything other than Social Security & Disability benefits, 
and (also by law) any surplus money from contributions 


_must be invested in “interest-bearing securities backed by 


the full faith and credit of the United States.” This is done 
via special-issue government bonds, which pay interest at 
“market rate” (currently 1.5 percent). As of the end of 2015, 
the Social Security Trust Fund had about 2 % trillion dollars 
invested in thosg special-issue bonds, which are redeemable 
either at maturity or on demand as needed to pay benefits. 
The Trust Fund’s revenues still exceed costs every year, al- 
though the amount of annual surplus is declining because 
the ratio of workers to retirees is declining. 


Current estimates are that Social Security’s “old age & 


survivor insurance” revenue will stop running a surplus 
about 2020, after which any income shortfall would be 
taken from the Trust Fund’s investments. The trust fund 
wouldn’t run out until about 2034, at which point benefits 
will be reduced unless Congréss acts before then to improve 
solvency. AMAC has developed a “Social Security Guar- 
antee” which we have been regularly promoting to Con- 
gressional Representatives in Washington, D.C. This is a 
common-sense plan which ensures that Social Security will 
be able to pay full benefits into the next century, and we plan 
to continue lobbying congress to adopt the AMAC plan, or 
something similar. 

So, to recap, the money you contributed while you were 
working went to pay benefits for those already retired and, 
after you retire, contributions from those still working will 
be used to pay your benefits. And any surplus funds collect- 
ed were invested in interest-bearing bonds for future use; 
and those funds cannot be used for any other purpose than 
Social Security benefits payments.

before reaching a decision 
and it would not be done 
without proper planning.

If funding for the citywide 
study were not approved 
in the next several months, 
Walker said the administra- 
tion would still do the work 
related to the Independence 
Avenue gate.

Walker added that the 
city has had some conversa- 
tions with the town of Brain- 
tree regarding the gate’s re- 
opening.

eight said they were in favor 
of re-opening the gate while 
three were opposed. The 
others said they were either 
leaning one way or undecid- 
ed but still open to either po- 
sition, or asked questions. 

‘Ron MacDonald - said 
he previously was in favor 
of welding the gate shut 
permanently but recently 
changed his mind and would 
now support it re-opening, 
provided strict enforcement 
measures were in place to 
control traffic and parking.

you have a nanny or people 
who come in and help take 
care of your home, they can 
still park,” Palmer said.

Residents will have the 
chance to comment on a 
proposed new city-owned 

garage meant to replace 
parking spaces in the Han- 
cock Lot and plans for new 
infrastructure in Quincy 
Center during a pair of meet- 
ings next week. 

A community meeting 
will take place at 6:30 p.m. 
on Wednesday, June 14, 
in the lower-level meeting 
room of the McIntyre Gov- 
ernment Center, 1305 Han- 
cock St., concerning plans 
for the new garage. The City 
Council’s finance committee 
will hold a public hearing 
the following night at 6:30 
p.m. inside the Great Hall 
of the McIntyre Govern- 
ment Center on a proposed 
$80 million bond to pay for 
the new garage, land acqui- 
sitions and infrastructure in 
Quincy Center. 

Officials involved with 
the city’s effort to redevelop 
Quincy Center gave a pre- 
sentation on the $80 million 
bond Monday night. Mayor 
Thomas Koch submitted the 
bond request May 15.

A pair of other develop- 
ments is also being eyed in 
the future for the remainder 
of the lot. 

William Geary, Koch’s 
point person for the Quincy 
Center redevelopment, said 
the $80 million request is 
key to the future develop- 
ment of the lot. 

“In the year and a half 
I’ve served as the mayor’s 
special counsel for down- 
town development, this is 
probably the most important 
matter that I’ve had the op- 
portunity to present to you,” 
he said. “All of the preced- 


‘ing matters were precursors 


to this, and this is a prede- 
cessor to everything else 
that is to come.” 

The lion’s share of the 
money would go towards 
construction of the new 
parking garage. Geary 
said the city is contemplat- 
ing two designs — one that 
would have parking for 720 
vehicles and the other with 
space for 810 vehicles. The 
cost for the garage and re- 
lated work — including its 
design, site and environ- 
mental work, and the con- 
struction of a new drain 
line — is $46.6 million. Land 
disposition agreements with 
LBC ané-O’Connell would 
require both to lease parking 
spaces in the new garage, 
and G’Connell would be 
responsible for building the 
parking structure. a 

Geary. said the. parking 
structure would be designed 
so-it does not resemble a 
typical garage, but rather 
blends in with the neighbor- 
ing buildings. 

“The mayor has been 
quite adamant that we — the 
city of Quincy — learn from 
the mistakes of the past. We 
don’t want a garage that 
just looks like a garage,” he 
stated. “Our approach to this 
garage is to make every ef- 
fort to make it not look like 
a garage, but to make it look 
like a building to fit in with 
the community fabric that 
is being constructed around 
the block.” 

The downtown bond 
would also pay for construc- 
tion of a new civic space 
located between the garage 
and a new atrium from Han- 
cock Street. The design for 
the civic space also needs to 
be finalized. — 

“The civic space, we want 
it to be activated. We want it 
to be a new gathering place. 
We want it to be a new des- 
tination for the citizens and 
visitors to our city,” Geary 
said. “There are blanks to be 
filled in here, both in terms 
of the fagade of the garage

The bond includes $6.1 
million to acquire two par- 
cels of land — 31 Chestnut 
St. and 23 Cottage Ave. — as 
outlined in the LDA with 
O’Connell, who would pay 
for construction and mainte- 
nance of a park on site. The 
city would also use the land 
‘to widen Cottage Avenue to 
provide access to the new 
garage. The $6.1 million 
would cover the purchase 
of the land, relocation fees 
to the 14 businesses on site, 
and the demolition of the 
buildings. 

The bond also includes

That includes $2.6 million —

That would cover 
land acquisitions at 37R and 
95 Parkingway and 1534 
and 1546 Hancock St., plus 
streetscape improvements 
along Cliveden Street. The 
Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation is paying 
for the cost of designing the 
bridge, and the city hopes 
to receive state funding to 


. building the new bridge. 


The money would be fi- 
nanced through the District 
Improvement Financing 
program. Under the DIF 
program, the city would re- 
pay the $80 million bond 
using new property tax rev- 
enue generated in Quincy 
Center. 

Craig Seymour of RKG 
Associates, a consultant for 
the city, told the council the 
city would receive enough 
new revenue to support the 
debt service on the $80 mil- 
lion bond. 

Under the best-case sce- 
nario, which includes the 
development of both the 
Hancock Lot and Ross Ga- 
rage site, Seymour said the 
city would receive $210 
million in DIF revenue 
through 2035. During that 
same period, the city would 
pay $107 million in debt 
service leaving a surplus of 
more than $100 million. 

In the worst-case sce- 
nario, with no development 
on the Ross Garage site or 
at the Quincy Center MBTA 
station, there would still be 
a surplus of $3.5 million,

“Some of these mail- 
ings look like, a bill. Don’t 
fall victim to it. _ 

“If a consumer knew that 
the Registry would provide 
them a certified copy of a 
property deed for only $1 
per page, plus an additional 
$1 for postage, they would 
never agree to pay such an 
outrageous fee. The aver- 
age price for a mailed hom- 
eowner’s deed by the Reg- 
istry, usually two pages, is 
$3.” 

O’Donnell also spent 
time discussing the advan- 
tages of the Massachusetts 
Homestead Act. 

“The Homestead Act is 
an important tool for hom- 
eowners as it provides lim- 
ited protection against the 
forced sale of an individ- 
ual’s primary residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up to 
$500,000,” O’Donnell said. 

Concluding his remarks, 
Register O’Donnell — ex- 
pressed his appreciation for 
being invited to speak be- 
fore the Hough’s Neck com- 
munity. 

“Tt is always a pleasure to 


spend time in Hough’s Neck. 
The community of Hough’s 
Neck is part of what makes 
Quincy such a great city. I 
want to thank all those who 
attended. It was an engaged 
audience that featured some 
great questions.

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On Saturday, May 20, at approximately 11 a.m., Quincy Po- 
lice Anti-Crime Officer Ryan Donnelly was dispatched to the 
Thomas Crane Library to investigate a past larceny of a valu- 
able painting. 

Upon my arrival the officer met with the library’s Chief Se- 
curity Officer, Jake Kerin who said the library was hosting an 
art exhibit and sale of paintings from local artists. He stated 
this was the last day of the exhibit and as he was assisting in 
taking the paintings doWn to return them to their owner/artists 
he noticed one was missing. The oil painting of former Red Sox. 
player David Ortiz was last seen on May 7" when the exhibit 
hosted an evening party to celebrate the artists. 

While Officer Donnelly went to interview the artist and ad- 
vise her of the theft, Mr. Kerin began reviewing hours of library 
surveillance video to see if there was footage of the suspect. 
The owner, who has created numerous renowned paintings, 
was very upset about the theft and estimated the artwork to be 
worth a minimum of $1,000. She said she last saw the painting 
on May 7". 


Members of the Anti-Crime Unit then went to local art deal- 


ers and requested they keep an eye out for the painting. A ren- 
dition of the painting was put on mass media in the event that 
someone tried to sell it person to person. 

Security Officer Jake Kerin was able to detect an image of 

a male approaching the painting and quickly walk out of the li- 
brary with it. He contacted Officer Donnelly on May 23" about 
his discovery, adding he (Kerin) had an interaction with the un- 
identified male on May 16". He said he found the male sleeping 
in the library and told him he could not sleep there. 

The video was not very clear due to the poor angle and dis- 
tance, but Mr. Kerin was able to give a thorough description of 
the suspect. A review of the security video showed the suspect 
entering the library from the Washington Street side at 6:29.07 
p.m. He walked up the main stairs and into the men’s bath- 
room, coming back out at 6:32.31 p.m. He then walked back 
down the steps, looked around briefly, take the painting.at walk 
out the same door at 6:33.21 p.m. Prints were made of the sus- 
pect and disbursed to officers working the area. 

On May 24, Mr. Kerin contacted ACU Officers Donnelly 
and Brandolini, stating he was able to produce an enhanced 
photo of the suspect. He then told the officers he-helieved the 
suspect may have just entered the library a few minutes ago 
and was wearing a blue sweatshirt. Officers Michael Dougan 
and ACU Officer William Lanergan checked the library and the 
immediate front area but did not locate the suspect. Believing 
the suspect may return to the area, officers of the Anti-Crime 
Unit conducted surveillance of the immediate area. 

At approximately 2:45 p.m., Officer Brandolini contacted 
communications stating he had the suspect in sight at across 
the street from the library. Officer Brandolini engaged the sus- 
pect in conversation and immediately noted the suspect fit the 
description closely. He had tattoos on both forearms as shown 
in the new photo. 

Officer Brandolini read the suspect Miranda Rights and

once the suspect waived .his 
rights, he advised the suspect of 
the incident he was investigat- 
ing. Officer Brandolini could read 
the body language of the suspect, 
which showed that-he had first 
hand knowledge of the incident. 
The suspect initially gave false in- 
formation as to his identity, which 
came back as “no such person.” 
Officer Brandolini convinced the 
suspect to be honest about the in- 
cident. The suspect confessed that 
another person paid him to steal the painting. 

A criminal record check showed the suspect had five out- 
standing arrest warrants so he was placed into custody and 
transported to the station. The suspect stated he would talk to 
Officer Lanergan at the police station about the incident. The 
suspect said his friend (name provided) asked him to steal the 
painting for him and he would pay him for it. The suspect said 
he took the painting on May 16", walked across the street to the 
church (65 Washington St.) and gave the Ortiz painting to his 
friend, receiving $20 in return. The suspect said his friend then 
hid the painting under a pile of leaves in the grass. 

The friend (suspect 2) then called his girlfriend and she 
drove to the location, where suspect 2 placed the painting in the 
trunk of her vehicle. Suspect 1 only knew the girlfriend’s name 
as Melissa, worked for the MBTA and lived in West Bridgewa- 
ter. Suspect 1 said suspect 2 was in drug rehab. He added he did 
not believe that Melissa was aware of the fact that the painting 
was stolen. Upon hearing this information, Officer Brandolini 
believed he knew who Melissa was due to his familiarity with 
suspect 2, a regular offender in the Quincy Square area. A few 
days earlier Officer Brandolini saw a vehicle parked near a con- 
venience store where many people go to purchase alcohol nips 
and quickly drink them as they walk out the door. 

Officer Brandolini spoke briefly with suspect 2 and then 
wrote down the license plate of the vehicle he got into. The 
driver was a female with an MBTA shirt on. The officer ran 
the plate which came back to a female residing in Bridgewater. 
Officer Brandolini, in hopes of locating the vehicle in order 
to recover the painting, contacted the MBTA and learned that 
Melissa was not working this week. 

Officer Donnelly then contacted the West Bridgewater Po- 
lice to have them check her residence for her vehicle. They 
confirmed her vehicle was in the driveway. Officer Donnelly 
immediately drove to her residence and met with a Bridgewater 
Police Officer. They then went to her-home and told her why 
they were there. 

_ Appearing shocked ba upset, she went to the trunk of her

car and ‘removed the painting, which was undamaged and in a 
gtay fleece sweater inside a bag. She told Officer Donnelly that 
suspect 2 is a friend and gave her the painting to hold for him 
until he had a place to put it. She said she did not know that 
it was stolen and that ‘suspect 2 gave her the painting on the 
evening of May 16th. 

Officer Donnelly advised her she was not going to be 
charged in this incident but may be a witness. Officer Donnelly 
then transported the painting back to the Quincy Police Station 
where it-was logged into evidence. He then contacted the artist 
and told her the good news about her painting. 

Suspect 1, a 37-year-old homeless man, was charged with 
the five outstanding warrants as well as larceny from a building 
and conspiracy to wit larceny from a building. Since suspect 
2’s whereabouts are unknown and he is homeless, Officer Lan- 
ergan sought an arrest warrant on the charges of conspiracy to 
wit larceny. in a building and receiving stolen property over 
$250.

RECENT TELEPHONE VETERAN’S SOLICITA- 
TION: this week I received a call from “Coalition for Ameri- 
can Veterans.” I told the caller I would have to look into the 
group before going forward and hung up. A check online 
showed that the group was relatively new and there was limit- 
ed information about them. According to Charitynavigator.org, 
they do not have a group with that exact name; however, there 
are some groups with similar names. A check online showed 
that in 2016, the Coalition raised just over $7,000 and spent 
that amount the same year. It does not, however, say what the 
money was spent on. One site stated that the Coalition was a 
“Super PAC,” which is defined as a modern breed of political- 
action committee that’s allowed to raise and spend unlimited 
amounts of money from corporations, unions, individuals and 
associations to influence the outcome of state and federal elec- 
tions. At this time I would avoid engaging in a conversation 
with the particular group. 

So - what veteran’s group should I give to? 

CNBC, a financial news channel, used multiple sites, in- 
cluding Charity Navigator to come up with ten groups who are 
highly rated because most of the money they raise goes directly 
to services. There may be other groups but this article men- 
tioned the following:

Marina Bay Fire Believed Not Suspicious

A two-alarm fire at a par- 
tially completed apartment 
building in Marina Bay 
Sunday afternoon remains 
under investigation but does 
not appear to be suspicious, 
Quincy’s fire chief said 
Monday morning. 

The fire at 552 Victory 
Road was called in at 2:14 
p.m. Sunday, according to 
Fire Chief Joseph Barron. 
The fire was located in one of 
the two buildings that com- 
prise Meriel Marina Bay, a 
352-unit luxury apartment 
complex with 17,000 square 
feet of retail space. 

The fire started outside 
the rear side of the building 
in a pile of construction ma- 
terials and spread to a first- 
floor balcony, Barron said. 
The building is partially 
occupied with its sprinkler 
system in service, and that 
sprinkler system was able to 
contain the fire. 

“Tt spread to the balcony 
where an outdoor sprinkler 
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kept it in check,” Barron 
said. 

The fire reached two 
alarms and the Quincy Fire 
Department requested the 
Boston Fire Department’s 
fireboat for assistance, but 
the request was cancelled 
because the fire was put out 
before the vessel could ar- 
rive. The Boston, Braintree 
and Weymouth Fire Depart- 
ments provided coverage at 
Quincy’s firehouses while 
firefighters were on scene. 
The scene was cleared short- 
ly before 9 p.m. Sunday. 

Barron said the fire 


caused a low amount of 
damage. No injuries were 
reported. 

Nineteen of the apart- 
ments in the 150-unit build- 
ing are currently occupied, 
and those residents were 
able to return home Sunday. 
A fire watch was posted on 
site until the sprinkler sys- 
tem was put back in service. 

The cause of the fire re- 
mained under investigation 
as of Monday morning, but 
Barron said it did not appear 
suspicious. 

“There is no indication it 
is suspicious,” he said.

The resource guide will 
be updated on a monthly 
basis to ensure those look- 
ing for help have the most 
up-to-date information pos- 
sible. 

Manet and Quincy po- 
lice officers are also now 
performing “overdose vis- 
its” after Narcan is used 
to provide information on 


treatment options with the 
goal of getting people help.

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Police Lt. Found Guilty 
Of Fraud, Will Be Fired 


Thomas Corliss Convicted On II Felony 
Counts Of Defrauding City; Sentencing Sept. 7 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A Quincy police lieuten- 
ant was convicted on Mon- 
day of federal fraud charges 
for double dipping — collect- 
ing pay for his regular shifts 
that overlapped with paid 
details on multiple occa- 
sions — and will be fired. 

Thomas’ Corliss, a 
52-year-old Hanover resi- 
dent, was found guilty on 10 
counts of mail fraud and a 
single count of fraud involv- 
ing federal funds Monday 
in the U.S. District Court in 
Boston. He was acquitted 
on two other counts of mail 
fraud. U.S. District Court 
Judge Leo T. Sorokin sched- 
uled sentencing for Sept. 7, 
and Corliss will remain free 
until then. 

Chris Walker, a spokes- 
man for Mayor Thomas 
Koch, said in a statement af- 
ter the conviction that Corl- 
iss would be terminated. 

“The mayor and Chief 


[Paul] Keenan have con- 
sulted, and Mr. Corliss will 
be terminated by the city of 
Quincy,” he said. 

Koch, in a statement fol- 
lowing Monday’s verdict, 
credited Keenan and the 
Quincy Police Department 
for its handling of the case. 

“Every day, I am proud 
of the work the men and 
women of the Quincy Police 
Department do on behalf 
of our citizens, and today 
I am proud of how the de- 
partment, the officers called 
to testify, and Chief [Paul]

¢ On June 29, 1613, the Globe Theater, where most 
of Shakespeare’s plays debuted, burns down. The Globe 
was built by Shakespeare’s acting company, the Lord 
Chamberlain’s Men, in 1599 from the timbers of Lon- 
don’s very first permanent theater, Burbage’s Theater, 
built in 1576. 

¢ On June 28, 1928, 26-year-old Louis Armstrong 
walks into a Chicago recording studio with five fellow 
jazz instrumentalists and walks out having changed the 
cqurse of music history. Armstrong and his Hot Five re- 
corded “West End Blues,” which would make him an in- 
ternational sensation. 

¢ On June 30, 1936, Margaret Mitchell’s “Gone with 
the Wind,” one of the best-selling novels of all time, is 
published. By the time Mitchell won the Pulitzer Prize 
for Fiction in 1937, a movie project was already in the 
works. 

On June 26, 1956, the U.S. Congress approves the 
Federal Highway Act, which allocates more than $30 bil- 
lion for the construction of some 41,000 miles of inter- 
state highways, the largest public construction project in 
US. history to that date.

Mayor Burgin In 
Bid For 3rd Term 


Leaving no doubt as to his political intentions for the future, 
Mayor Thomas S. Burgin today issued a clear cut statement an- 
nouncing his candidacy for re-election for a third term as chief 
executive of the city. 

The statement served as the first gun formally fired for the 
1938 Mayoral election, now five months away. 

Three successive years of reductions in the city tax rate as 
well as decreases in Quincy’s total valuation and bonded debt 
and major city construction projects since 1935, were stressed in 
Mayor Burgin’s announcement. 

PARKING METERS RECOMMENDED 

The installation of parking meters on the streets of Quincy 
Center was recommended by a special city council committee, 
which has been studying the traffic regulations in the city since 
last March. 

City Councillor Frank N. Orcott of North Quincy reported the 
“majority” of the special committee including himself, Council- 
lors William W. Jenness and Edward J. Sandberg, were in favor 
of the installation of the meters. 

The Ward Six Councillor introduced an order calling for 
amendments in the city ordinances to legalize the installation of 
the meters. 

One serious blockade to the future installation of the park- 
ing meters in Quincy Center arose when City Solicitor John D. 
Smith told the city council that in his opinion the meters would 


- be illegal. 


PENSION ORDER VOTE CRITICIZED 

Accusing the City Council of “wilting before political pres- 
sure,” William M. Edmonston, executive secretary of the Quincy 
Taxpayers Association, called on Mayor Burgin to “promptly 
veto” the City Council order approving increased pensions for 
city foremen, which was passed at City Hall. 

“The mayor must certainly promptly veto this about face or- 
der in which the City Council is going back on themselves and 
on a vote of the people of the city in which a contributory pen- 
sion for city employees was approved back in 1934,” Edmon- 
ston, the Taxpayers Association representative, stated.

¥%4 teaspoon baking soda 

¥% teaspoon apple cider vinegar 


In a medium bowl, combine almond 
flour and baking soda. 

In a large bowl combine eggs, honey and 
vinegar. : 

Stir dry ingredients into wet, mixing un- 
til combined. 

Scoop about 4% cup of batter at a time 
into a paper lined muffin pan 

Bake at 350 degrees for 15 minutes, until 
slightly browned around the edges

Diaper rash is a general- 
ized term representing any 


skin irritation that develops - 


in the diaper covered region. 
While there are several 
broad categories of causes 
of diaper rash, contact irri- 
tation is the most common 
culprit. While diaper rash is 
commonly thought to affect 
infants and toddlers, any in- 
dividual wearing a diaper, 
for example an incontinent 
adult, is a candidate to ac- 
quire this dermatitis. 
Parents often mistakenly 
feel that the rash is a visual 
representation of inadequate 
caretaking skills. However, 
parents need to understand 
that the basic origins for 
this common kind of skin 
irritation are still under ac- 
tive discussion in the field 
of dermatology and _ that 
neglectful parenting is not 
among the probable factors. 
In the United States, diaper 
dermatitis represents about 
10%-20% of all skin disor- 
ders managed by a general 
pediatrician. While the rash 
may arise as early as the 
first week of life, the most 
frequent time period is be- 
tween 9-12 months of age. 

There are numerous cat- 
egories of causes for this 
dermatitis. First and fore- 
most is contact dermati- 
tis. Skin involvement may 
contrast from mild redness

to erosion of the top layers 
of skin. What differentiates 
contact diaper dermatitis 
from other causes of diaper 
rash is that it rarely involves 
the skin fold regions; there- 
fore it rarely affects areas 
not in contact with urine or 
stool. 

Skin infections comprise 


the next most common cat- 
egory of diaper rash. Bac- 


teria (Staph and Strep) and 
yeast/fungal (Candida) are 
common causes of diaper 
rash. Normally both of these 
types of infections tend to 
result from a disruption 


of skin integrity and over- © 


whelming the usual defense 
mechanisms of skin in this 
diaper region. Staph and 
Strep bacterial infections 
are commonly termed impe- 
tigo. Characteristic descrip- 
tions of impetigo include 
small (1-2 mm) blisters and 
pustules that tend to eas- 
ily rupture leaving multiple 
erosions in an area of gen- 
eralized skin irritation. Can- 
dida diaper dermatitis also 
has several unique patterns. 
The rash is characterized by 
zones of bright red skin with 
a sequence of distinct- 2-4 
mm lesions at the borders of 
the irritated skin. In contrast 
to contact dermatitis, Candi- 
da is commonly only found 
in the skin folds creases ‘and 
often around the anal region. 


These infectious causes of 
diaper dermatitis can, as a 
rule, be diagnosed by visual 
inspection alone. 

Allergic reactions are a 
less common cause of diaper 
rash. Frequently associated 
allergens are fragrances and 
components of the diaper 
and wipes. These regions 
often have well-defined re- 
gions of redness with super- 
ficial vesicles and erosions. 

In addition to the com- 
mon place causes of diaper 
rash, there are also a few 
very atypical causes of this 
problem. Unusual  infec- 
tions, metabolic and nutri- 
tional deficiency issues, im- 
munodeficiency problems 
and malignancies can all be 
implicated. Unfortunately, 
child abuse (hot-water im- 
mersion, extreme neglect 
to infant hygiene) can also 
present as a diaper rash. 

Due to the fact that a dia- 
per rash may involve ero- 
sion of the superficial skin 


layers, pustules or small | 


blisters, diaper changing 
may be mildly uncomfort- 
able to the child. 


The best treatment for 
diaper rash is avoidance of 
the causative agents which 
led to the contact irritation 
and to regions developing 
secondarily infected by skin 
bacteria or yeast. Frequent 
diaper changes limit expo-

DOVE (DOmestic Vio- 
lence Ended), Inc. announc- 
es it has réceived funding 
from the MA Department of 
Public Health to build tai- 
lored services for survivors 
of partner violence who are 
Chinese or of «Chinese de- 
scent. 

DOVE is in the process 
of hiring a Chinese advoca- 
cy & outreach coordinator, 

- who will work with commu- 
nity service providers and 
colleagues, as well as with 
DOVE staff, to build bridges 
to ensure that survivors can 
get needed assistance. The 
recent charge of a Quincy 
resident, Yan Long Chow, 
with first degree murder of 
jhis ex-wife Zhen Li at their 
home in Wollaston last Sep- 
tember serves as a testament 
to the need for such bridges. 

DOVE is taking guid- 
ance from QARI (Quincy 
Asian Resources) to reach 
in to community members 
who know and trust QARI 
as a community resource. 
DOVE intends to listen to 
community members’ feed- 
back about what are some 
of the barriers for Chinese 
survivors, and recommen- 
dations about how DOVE 
can best help individuals 
and Chinese communities. 
DOVE will also wofk with 


Boston Chinatown Neigh- 
borhood Centey’s (BCNC) 
Quincy office, South Cove 
and Manet Community 


Health Centers, and area 


churches and other groups 
to provide information and 
education about partner 
abuse. 

Simultaneously the Chi- 
nese Advocacy & Outreach 
Coordinator will work with 
DOVE to strengthen knowl- 
edge, policies, and practices 
in an effort to grow trust and 
relationship with the Chi- 
nese community and create 
culturally responsive and 
affirming services for adult 
survivors and their children. 

Approximately 33 per- 
cent of women and 28 per- 


cent of men in America have 


been victims of physical vio- 
lence by an intimate partner 
according to the U.S, Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC). Among 
Asian women, forty one to 
sixty one percent (41 — 61 
percent) report experiencing 
physical and/or sexual vio- 
lence by an intimate partner 
during their lifetime. This 
is higher than the rates in a 
national study reported by 
Whites (21.3 percent), Af- 
rican Americans (26.3 per- 
cent), Hispanics of any race 
(21.2 percent), people of 


mixed race (27.0 percent), 
and American Indians and 
Alaskan Natives (30.7 per- 
cent). Twenty-four percent 
(24 percent) of the Chinese 
survey participants in a sur- 
vey conducted for the Asian 
Family Violence Report 
said they knew woman who 
had been abused. In terms of 
recommendations on where 


survivors should go for help, - 


respondents suggested the 
police (52 percent), a shel- 
ter (36 percent), friends (37 
percent), or family members 
(36 percent). 

For complex reasons, 
Chinese communities are 
often reluctant to reach out 
to law enforcement or for- 
mal service providers for 


help. Nonetheless, Asian ° 


Family Violence survey. re- 
sponses provide insight into 
the types of services that 
potentially will be utilized 
most by the community 
for assistance with partner 
abuse Thus there is a strong 
need for consistent, cultur- 
ally , competent, culturally 
integrated, linguistically ap- 
propriate resources for as- 
sistance.

sure of stool and urine to the 
area and remain the basis for 
prevention and management 
of diaper dermatitis. 

Should a rash develop, 
modest cleansing with water 
and soft cloths tends to be 


less irritating to the injured 


skin than disposable wipes. 
Recurrent application of 
one of the many diaper oint- 
ments containing either pe- 
troleum jelly (Vaseline) or 
zinc oxide (Desitin) provides 
an effective barrier against 
skin irritants and reduces 
friction to inflamed skin. If 
the diaper rash is markedly 
irritated by the rubbing nec- 
essary for suitable hygiene, 
then using a cream or oint- 
ment such as Vaseline as a 
barrier may be an important 
consideration. If sticky stool 
hinders cleaning, it may be 
more easily removed after 
application of mineral oil to 
the area. Generally pediatri- 
cians find little benefit from 
using cornstarch or talcum 
powder and the potential 
risk of aspiration of these 
powders underscores their 
general lack of significant 
effectiveness. High-concen- 
tration baking soda or boric- 
acid baths are to be avoided 
due to possibility of toxicity

correlated with an increased 


rate of absorption due to- 


skin breakdown. 

If circumstances allow, 
open-air exposure of the ir- 
ritated skin is also extremely 
effective in helping clear up 
diaper rash. Many children 
have a therapeutic response 
to merely sitting in a warm- 
water bath twice daily for 
15-20 minutes per session. 

Should these measures 
not provide a_ substantial 
response within two to 
three days, the possibility 
of a secondary bacterial or 
yeast infection must be con- 
sidered. The area affected 
should be examined by a 
pediatrician for a definitive 
diagnosis and treatment op- 
tions. Several topical antibi- 
otic ointments are available 
for therapy in these situa- 
tions. High-potency steroid 
creams and neomycin-con- 
taining ointments are to be 
avoided and can lead to ad- 
ditional irritation. 

Parents often speculate if 
switching from disposable 
to cloth diapers will lessen 
the likelihood of contact 
type diaper rash. In real- 
ity, the opposite seems to 
be true. The absorbent gel 
material found in most of

today’s disposable diapers 
draws wetness away froin 
the skin area, thus aiding in 
promoting a healthier diaper 
area. 

The prognosis for dia- 
per rashes is excellent. The 
routine therapies discussed 
should provide a speedy and 
successful response. If little 
or no improvement is ob- 
served then this should alert 
parents to have an evalua- 
tion by their pediatrician to 
rule out uncommon condi- 
tions associated with a dia- 
per rash. Regrettably, diaper 
rashes often may recur. It is 
very important for parents to 
recognize that development 
of a diaper rash is not a re- 


‘flection of their parenting 


skills. Instead, it is just one 
of the multitudes of chal- 
lenges associated with par- 
enthood.

Social Security-Matters 
Spousal Benefits Lost

Dear Rusty: I took my Social Security at 62 since I had 
to stop working to care for my mom when I was 57. I was 
widowed at the time but remarried when I was 58 1/2 years 
old. . 

I collected on my own work record, which was 
low. Why didn’t I get half of my present husband’s benefit 
when he started benefits at his full retirement age? I am 
70 now. Will I get his full Social Security if he dies before 
me? Signed: Missing Benefits 

Dear Missing: Yours is an issue which we unfortu- 
nately see occasionally with folks who have been collecting 
their own benefits for a long time and later become entitled 
to more than they have been receiving. This situation arises 
with couples where the lower-earning spouse filed for So- 
cial Security before their higher-earning spouse applied. 

' The lower-earning spouse (spouse #1) got benefits based 
upon their own work record only and received no spousal 
benefit because the higher-earning spouse (spouse #2) had 
not yet filed. Later on, when spouse #2 finally filed for 
benefits, spouse#1 became eligible for a “spousal boost” (if 
their spousal benefit was more than their own), but it did 
not happen automatically; that “spousal boost” had to be 
applied for when spouse #2 started benefits. 

Unfortunately many people didn’t realize this, assuming - 
that the benefit they receivéd when they first filed is what 
they get for the rest of their life. They might also have as- 
sumed that Social Security automatically made the spousal 
adjustment for them, which wasn’t the case. As a result, 
we find that some spouses have lost thousands of dollars in 
benefits, simply because they did not know they had to ac- 
tually apply for spousal benefits when they became eligible 
for them. 

A similar situation might exist where someone who was 
single and already receiving benefits marries a higher-earn- 
ing person already collecting Social Security benefits. Again 
in this case, spousal benefits must have been applied for to 
be received. Note that since the Bipartisan Budget Act of 
2015 was enacted, everyone applying for Social Security 
is “deemed filing” for both their own and spousal benefits, 
but that doesn’t mitigate this particular issue because. both 
spouses applied for benefits prior to the new rules becoming 
effective. 

In your specific case, you became eligible for your ad- 
ditional spousal benefit as soon as your present husband’s 
benefits began. Assuming your husband is about the same 
age as you, if 4 of your husband’s benefit at his full retire- 
ment age of 66 was more than your own benefit, this means 
that you have gone for about 4 years without receiving the 
added spousal benefits you are entitled to. 

So, the first thing you should do is to contact Social Se- 
curity as soon as possible and apply for your spousal ben- 
efits (or do it online at ssa.gov). When you do this, be sure 
to make the effective date of those benefits 6 months prior to 
the date you file, because Social Security will pay you up to 
6 months of retroactive benefits. Unfortunately, the remain- 
ing 3 % years of the benefits you were entitled to but didn’t 
claim may be lost. 

There is at least some chance, if your husband listed you 
as a spouse when he applied, that Social Security might give 
you more than six months retroactive, so you should make 
an appointment and explain what happened to see if any- 
thing more can be recovered. 

As to your second question, yes, upon your husband’s 
death you will receive 100 percent of the benefit he was re- 
ceiving, instead of the benefit you are already receiving.

For CPC Projects

The City Council unani- 
mously approved nearly 
$1.1 million in projects that 
will be funded by Quincy’s 
Community Preservation 
Committee, almost half of 
which will go towards an 
affordable housing project 
and the restoration of Betha- 
ny Congregational Church’s 
bell tower. 

The council approved 
‘funding for the projects on 
June 5. The projects were 
reviewed and approved by 
the Community Preserva- 
tion Committee earlier this 
year. 

One of the largest alloca- 
tions of CPC money will go 
to NeighborWorks of South- 
ern Mass. for construction 
of The Watson, a 114-unit 
apartment building planned 
for 116 E. Howard St. in 
Quincy Point. The building 
will feature 28 market rate 
units, 86 workforce hous- 
ing units for middle-income 
earners and 26 affordable 
housing units for those will 
lower than median incomes. 

NeighborWorks will re- 
- ceive $250,000 in commu- 
nity preservation funds for 
the project. 

Nine historic preserva- 
tion projects received a total 
of $528,770 in funds. 

Bethany Congrega- 
tional Church will receive 
$260,000 for the repair and 
restoration #f its bell tower; 
the City Clerk’s Office will 
receive $44,529 for records 
preservation; the City As- 
sessor’s Office will receive

vation; St. John the Baptist 
Church will get $96,740 for

The state also 
matches a portion of CPA

Councillor Noel DiBo- 
na, a member of the CPC, 
said the average taxpayer 
pays about $30 or $40.each 
year toward the community 
preservation account.

Again 
in this case, spousal benefits must have been applied for to 
be received. Note that since the Bipartisan Budget Act of 
2015 was enacted, everyone applying for Social Security 
is “deemed filing” for both their own and spousal benefits, 
but that doesn’t mitigate this particular issue because. both 
spouses applied for benefits prior to the new rules becoming 
effective. 

In your specific case, you became eligible for your ad- 
ditional spousal benefit as soon as your present husband’s 
benefits began. Assuming your husband is about the same 
age as you, if 4% of your husband’s benefit at his full retire- 
ment age of 66 was more than your own benefit, this means 


that you have gone for about 4 years without receiving the . 


added spousal benefits you are entitled to. 

So, the first thing you should do is to contact Social Se- 
curity as soon as possible and apply for your spousal ben- 
efits (or do it online at ssa.gov). When you do this, be sure 
to make the effective date of those benefits 6 months prior to 
the date you file, because Social Security will pay you up to 
6 months of retroactive benefits. Unfortunately, the remain- 
ing 3 % years of the benefits you were entitled to but didn’t 
claim may be lost. 

There is at least some chance, if your husband listed you 
as a spouse when he applied, that Social Security might give 
you more than six months retroactive, so you should make 
an appointment and explain what happened to see if any- 
thing more can be recovered. 

As to your second question, yes, upon your husband’s 
death you will receive 100 percent of the benefit he was re- 
ceiving, instead of the benefit you are already receiving.

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Council OKs $1.1M 


For CPC Projects 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council unani- 
mously approved nearly 
$1.1 million in projects that 
will be funded by Quincy’s 
Community Preservation 
Committee, almost half of 
which will go towards an 
affordable housing project 
and the restoration of Betha- 
ny Congregational Church’s 
bell tower. 

The council approved 
funding for the projects on 
June 5. The projects were 
reviewed and approved by 
the Community Preserva- 
tion Committee earlier. this 
year. 

One of the largest alloca- 
tions of CPC money will go 
to NeighborWorks of South- 
ern Mass. for construction 
of The Watson, a 114-unit 
apartment building planned 
for 116 E. Howard ‘St. in 
Quincy Point. The building 
will feature 28 market rate 
units, 86 workforce hous- 
ing units for middle-income 
earners and 26 affordable 
housing units for those will 
lower than median incomes. 

NeighborWorks will re- 
- ceive $250,000 in commu- 
nity preservation funds for 
the project. 

Nine historic preserva- 
tion projects received a total 
of $528,770 in funds. 

Bethany Congrega- 
tional Church will receive 
$260,000 for the repair and 
restoration of 4ts bell tower; 
the City Clerk’s Office will 
receive $44,529 for records 
preservation; the City As- 
sessor’s Office will receive 
$25,000 for recerds preser- 
vation; St. John the Baptist 
Church will get $96,740 for 
fence replacement; $17,500 
will go towards the resto- 
ration of the dining room 
and east parlor of the Josiah 
Quincy House; the Houghs 
Neck © Congregational 
Church is getting $30,000 
for the repair and restora- 
tion of its granite facade; 
$35,000 will go towards 
developing a master facili- 
ties plan for the United First 
Parish Church; the Quincy 
Yacht will receive $10,000 
to restore historic photo- 
graphs; and $10,000 is for 
the renovation of the Sailor’s 
Sing Harbor Door at Quincy 
Housing Authority. 

Six open space projects, 
totaling $216,563, will re- 
ceive funding. Those proj- 
ects include $101,000 for the 
Quincy Housing Authority 
to renovate the Germantown 
Circle Shedd Memorial; 
$64,000 to study permitting 
and stormwater retrofit for 
Sailor’s Pond, a joint proj- 
ect by the Department of 
Public Works and Friends 
of Sailor’s Pond; $30,000 
to the Quincy Environmen- 
tal Network for open space 
site identification; $16,425 


to the DPW for a study of 
Manet Lake; $4,918 to the 
Squantum Seaside Garden- 
ers to purchase daylilies; 
and $400 for the purchase 
of materials needed for an 
Eagle Scout osprey platform 
in Squantum. 

Two recreation proj- 
ects will receive funding: 
The Quincy Police Depart- 
ment Marine Unit will get 
$50,000 for the repair of 
floats at Bayswater Ramp/ 
Parkhurst Beach, and the 
Houghs Neck Garden Club 
$10,000 to revitalize Leo 
Kelly Park. 

Quincy’s voters adopted 
the state’s Community Pres- 
ervation Act by referendum 
in 2006. The CPA fund is 
financed through a one per- 
cent surcharge on property 
taxes. The first $100,000 in 
assessed value for each resi- 
dential property is exempt 
from the surcharge, as are 
residential properties owned 
by some seniors and those 
who qualify for low-income 
housing. The state also 
matches a portion of CPA 


funds in each community 
that has adopted the act. 

Councillor Noel DiBo- 
na, a member of the CPC, 
said the average taxpayer 
pays about $30 or $40 each 
year toward the community 
preservation account. The 
projects funded by the com- 
mittee, he said, have made 
a difference in the commu- 
nity. 

“You look on your taxes 
every year and you see that 
1 percent — it’s roughly be- 
tween $30 and $40 — and 
you see it going into the 
uses in the city,’ DiBona 
said. “[It’s a] very important 
allocation of funding — $30 
or $40 that each of us puts 
up to see the differences in 
the community.” 

Councillor Joseph Finn 
said the community preser- 
vation funding has made a 
tremendous impact over the 
past decade. 

“Tt’s really been, in my 
mind, a real gift to the city,” 
he said. “It’s worked tre- 
mendously.”

$5.3M In Preservation Funds Sought For Playgrounds

City officials hope to 
repair and upgrade play- 
grounds across Quincy over 
the next two years using a 
$5.3 million bond funded 
by community preservation 
money. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
submitted the bond request 
to the City Council June 5. 
The bond was referred to fi- 
nance committee forurther 
review. The $5.3 million 
would be used for the repair 
of 19 playgrounds, including 
the purchase of new equip- 
ment for five playgrounds, 
and new swings and slide 
repairs at four playgrounds. 

Mayoral spokesman 
Chris Walker said Koch 
and the Community Pres- 
ervation Committee came 
up with the plan to address 
all playgrounds in the city, 
except those that have been 
upgraded and repaired in 
recent years. The goal is 
to ensure all playgrounds 
throughout the city receive 
needed repairs and upgrades,

Walker stated, not just the 
playgrounds in areas with 
active community groups. 

“We were getting a cou- 
ple requests every year for 
different playgrounds at dif- 
ferent schools in different 
areas:of the city. The mayor 
thought it was probably 
worthwhile to consolidate 
them into one program that 
will give the CPC a little 
bit more flexibility and also 
provide a measure of equity 
to all the playgrounds get- 
ting done,” Walker said. 

“Some of the areas with 
the most well-organized 
school groups and other 
groups, they were mobiliz- 
ing on replacing the play- 
grounds, and there are some 
areas of the city that don’t 
have that capability within 
the community so the mayor 
thought it was appropriate 
to come in with a plan that 
will take care of all the play- 
grounds in the city.” 

Walker said the projects 
would be completed within 
two years. By financing the

Two More Residents Pull 
Election Nomination Papers

Twenty-four residents 
have pulled papers to run for 
office in this fall’s municipal 
election, which could fea- 
ture preliminary contests in 
three City Council races. 

The latest two residents 
to enter the field are Daniel 
Davis of Babcock Street, 
who pulled papers on Mon- 
day, becoming the fourth 
candidate for the open Ward 
1 seat on the council, and 
Dong Fang Xiao of Bick- 
nell Street, who on June 8 
became the seventh person 
to pull papers to run for the 
three at-large council seats. 

In the at-large contest, 
first-term incumbents Noel 
DiBona of Chickatabot 
Road and Nina Liang of 
Williams Street have both 
pulled papers to run for re- 
election. Also running. are 
Ward 1 Councillor Marga- 
ret Laforest, a Rock Island 
Road resident who is giving 
up that seat to run at-large; 
three-term School Com- 
mittee member and former 
mayoral candidate Anne 
Mahoney of Ferriter Street, 
who is likewise giving up 
her seat; Domenic Papile 
of Ridgeway Drive; Robert 
Ross of Howe Street; and 
Xiao. 

Rumors have also been 
swirling around otiier po- 
tential candidates who may 


-enter the at-large field, in- 


cluding former mayor Wil- 
liam Phelan. 

The third incumbent at- 
councillor, Joseph 
Finn, announced _ earlier 
this year he would not run 


for re-election. Finn, a Wil- 
liams Street resident, has 
served on the council since 
2002 and is its longest serv- 
ing current member. 

Residents running for the 
at-large seats need to collect 
signatures from 50 regis- 
tered voters before July 25 
to secure a spot on the fall 
ballot. A preliminary elec- 
tion would be held Sept. 
12 if more than six at-large 
candidates qualify for the 
ballot. 

The final election is set 
for Nov. 7. 

Preliminary elections are 
also shaping up in Wards 1 
and 6. 

Four candidates have 
emerged in the race to re- 
place Laforest in Ward 1. 
They are: David McCarthy 


of Whitney Road, a former 


three-term member of the 
School Committee who 
unsuccessfully ran for an 
at-large seat on the council 
in 2015; Michael Falcione 
of Graham Terrace; Joseph 
Murphy of Macy Street; and 
Davis. 

In Ward 6, incumbent 
William Harris of Ashworth 
Road is vying for a second 
term. Ashly Eikelberg of 
Quincy Shore Drive and 
H.A. ‘Alie’ Shaughnessy of 
Essex Street have both taken 
out papers to challenge him. 

Incumbent Ward 5 Coun- 
cillor Kirsten Hughes, a Wil- 
low Avenue resident, is also 
facing a potential challenge. 
Mary Lally of Weston Av- 
enue has begun circulating 
papers to face off against 


Hughes,’ who is presently. 


the council president. 

The remaining incumbent 
councillors — Brad Croall 
(Ward 2), Ian Cain (Ward 3) 
and Brian Palmucci (Ward 
4) — have all taken out nomi- 


nation papers. All three are - 


unopposed so far. 

The residents seeking 
a ward seat must collect 
signatures from 50 voters 
within that ward. If more 


. than two candidates qualify 


for the ballot for any ward 
contest, a preliminary elec- 
tion would be required. 

Mahoney’s decision to 
run for the City Council 
means there will be two 
open seats on the School 
Committee this fall; Barbara 
Isola announced earlier this 
year she would not run for 
re-election. 

The third incumbent 
school board member, Em- 
ily Lebo of Highland Av- 
enue, is running for re-elec- 
tion. She is joined by former 
city councillor Doug Gutro, 
a Marlboro Street resident 
who unsuccessfully ran for 
mayor two years ago; An- 
thony Andronico of Charles 
Street; David Jacobs. of 
Dunns Court; and Mark 
Sauter of Longwood Road. 

The candidates for School 
Committee must also collect 
50 signatures from residents 
to land a spot on the bal- 
lot. A preliminary election 
would be held if more than 
six qualified for the ballot. 

Mayor Thomas Koch is 
not on the ballot this fall. In 
2015, Koch defeated Phelan 
to win the first four-year 
mayoral term in Quincy’s 
history.

The 
other two samples were re- 
covered by the Brockton Po- 
lice Department. 

These confirmed tests 
represent the first, and to 
date the only, carfentanil 
that State Police have seen 

‘in Massachusetts. The state 
of New Hampshire recent 
confirmed several suspect- 
ed overdose deaths caused 
by carfentanil. To date, the 
Massachusetts State Police 
are not aware of any car- 
fentanil overdose deaths in 
the Bay State. State Police 
urged residents and first re- 
sponders to be aware of car- 
fentahil’s dangerous nature. 

“Carfentanil is a serious 
danger to the public, first 
responders, and medical and 
haboratory personnel,” State 
Police said on Facebook. “It 


can be absorbed through the , 


skin or through accidental 
inhalation of airborne pow- 
der.” 

Carfentanil is a Schedule 
II drug with no approved 


medical use for humans; it is 
used to tranquilize large ani- 
mals, including elephants. 
Carfentanil is 100 times 
more powerful than fenta- 
nyl, which can be lethal in 
the two-milligram range and 
is Many more times power- 
ful than heroin. Most of 
the carfentanil seized in the 
United States was manufac- 
tured in China or Mexico. 
One of the tested samples 
confirmed as_ carfentanil 
by the State Police Crime 
Laboratory was mixed with 
cocaine; the others were 


_purely carfentanil. Users of 


illegal opioids likely would 
not know if they are ingest- 
ing carfentanil just by the 
appearance of the substance 
they are taking, police said. 

Symptoms of exposure 
include respiratory depres- 
sion or arrest, drowsiness, 
disorientation, sedation, 
pinpoint pupils, and clam- 
my skin. The onset of these 
symptoms usually occurs 
within minutes of exposure. 

State Police said first re- 
sponders should avoid field 
testing fentanyl or fentany!- 
related compounds. Only 
specially-trained and outfit- 
ted law enforcement profes- 
sionals should handle any 
suspect substance, State Po- 
lice said, and the appropriate 
officials within the agency 
should be notified. 


Meetings On Proposed 
Downtown Investments 
Wednesday, Thursday ,

Residents will have the 
- chance to comment on pro- 
posed city investments into 
Quincy Center at meetings 
scheduled for Wednesday 
and Thursday. 

The first meeting, at 6:30 
p.m. Wednesday in the low- 
er-level meeting room of the 
McIntyre Government Cen- 
ter, will provide the public 
with the chance to comment 
on a $46.6 million garage 
proposed for what is now 
the Hancock Lot. 

City officials are review- 
ing two plans for the garage 
— one with 720 spaces and 
the other with room for 810 
vehicles. A portion of the 
cost for constructing the ga- 
rage would also go towards 
replacing the century-old 
drain line that flows under 
the Hancock Lot. 

On Thursday at 6:30 
p.m., the City Council’s, fi- 
‘nance committee will con- 
vene in the Great Hall of 
the McIntyre Government 
Center to discuss Mayor 
Thomas Koch’s proposed 
$80 million bond to pay for 
the new garage and other 
improvements meant to the 
support the redevelopment 


of the Hancock Lot site and 
prepare the Ross Garage 
site for development in the 
future. The improvements 
include infrastructure up- 
grades and the acquisition of 
several parcels of land. 

A public hearing will be 
held at the start of Thurs- 
day’s meeting. 

The $80 million would 
be financed through the 
District Improvement Fi- 
nancing program. Under the 
DIF program, the city would 
repay the $80 million bond 
using new property tax rev- 
enue generated in Quincy 
Center. City officials have 
said the new developments 
proposed for the Hancock 
Lot and elsewhere in Quincy 
Center would create more 
than enough new revenue to 
pay off the bond.

™ The joint committee on 
Beacon Hill tasked with 
rewriting the state’s recre- 
ational marijuana law could 
issue its recommendations 
within the next month. 

Sen. John Keenan, a 
Quincy Democrat, provided 
an update on the Legisla- 
ture’s efforts to regulate rec- 
reational marijuana in the 
Bay State during a public 
forum June 8 at City Hall. 
Walpole Police Chief John 
Carmichael and Chris Walk- 
er, the director of policy 
and information for Mayor 
Thomas Koch, also spoke at 
the meeting. 

Massachusetts __ voters 
approved the - legalization 
of recreational marijuana 
in a November 2016 refer- 
endum, with 54 percent of 
voters in favor of legaliza- 
tion. In Quincy, 51 percent 
of voters were in favor of 
legalization. 

Keenan said the Legisla- 
ture is now trying to address 
holes in the ballot question 
while at the same time hon- 
oring the intent of the vot- 
ers. ; 

“It was not a very well 
written ballot question. It 
left a lot. to be desired, so 
the Legislature is struggling 
with taking what’s in the 
ballot question, trying to be 
true to the intent of the voters 
whiie making sure they put 
proper regulations in place 
as they have a responsibility 
to do with any new industry 
here in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts,” Keenan 
said. 

“The stakes are pretty 
high. This is.a big money in- 
dustry across the country. It 
is a big money industry here 
in Massachusetts.” 

Possession and use of 
marijuana become legal for 
all persons over the age of 
21 in Massachusetts in De- 
cember 2016, following the 
referendum. Those of age 
are also allowed to grow 
marijuana at home; indi- 
viduals can grow up to six 
plants at once, and house- 
holds are allowed up to 12 
plants. 

Smoking marijuana or 
consuming marijuana-in- 
fused edibles remains ille- 
gal in public, and the sale of 
the drug is also illegal. The 
referendum would have al- 
lowed stores to begin sales 
of marijuana as soon as Jan. 
1, 2018, but the Legislature 
has already delayed that by 
six months as lawmakers 
draft new legislation. 

The Joint Committee on 
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Marijuana Policy is respon- 
sible for crafting the new 
law; Sen. Patricia Jehlen (D- 
Somerville) and Rep. Mark 
Cusack (D-Braintree) are the 
committee chairs. Keenan, 
who is not on the commit- 
tee, said Jehlen’s major con- 
cern is eliminating the black 
market for marijuana. 

“If we are going to have 
marijuana for recreational 
purposes here in Massachu- 
setts, her goal is to elimi- 
nate as much as possible 
the black market and she is 
hopeful she will be able to 
do that,” Keenan said. 

“She is looking at two 
ways of doing it — one is 
through the tax structure and 
the other is through the lo- 
cation and licensing process 
and permitting process for 
marijuana facilities, mak- 
ing sure there is an adequate 
supply.” 

The 2016 referendum 
imposes a 10 percent tax 
rate on marijuana sales — the 
state’s 6.25 percent sales tax 
plus a 3.75 percent surcharge 
— and allows communities to 
impose an additional 2 per- 
cent tax. 

Keenan said the 10 per- 
cent the state collects would 
likely not be enough to reg- 
ulate marijuana and provide 
education on its use. The 
Legislature is also wary of 
making the tax too burden- 
some, which would encour- 
age illicit sales. 

“Massachusetts, I think, 
is going to look closely at 
trying to find the right bal- 
ance between a tax rate that 
generates enough revenue 
to regulate what we have to 
do... without it being so high 
it’s. burdensome,” Keenan 
said. 

Colorado, which has a 29 
percent tax on recreational 
marijuana sales, spends $30 
million annually on regula- 
tions and educational ex- 
penses, he stated. Washing- 
ton state has an even higher 
tax rate, 37 percent. 

Keenan also highlighted 
several of the other areas the 
committee is looking at. 

The committee had con- 
sidered raising the legal age 
for recreational marijuana to 
25 but is unlikely to do so, 
he said, though it could in- 
crease the legal age for to- 
bacco to 21. 

“The thought there is if 
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you’re going to have alco- 
hol at 21 and marijuana at 
21, why not have tobacco 
at 21 and then it’s across 
the board easy to enforce,” 
Keenan said. 

Another area the com- 
mittee will look into is the 
ability of municipalities to 
regulate where dispensaries 
can open. Keenan said un- 
certainty exists over wheth- 
er the referendum prohibits 
communities with a medical 
marijuana dispensary from 
banning recreational facili- 
ties through a ballot mea- 
sure. Quincy is among those 
affected by that provision 
— Ermont, a medical mari- 
juana dispensary, opened in 
October 2016 on Ricciuti 
Drive in West Quincy. 

Keenan said he was con- 
cerned about what effect the 
normalization of. marijuana 
would have on children. He 
said the state would need a 
public awareness campaign, 
similar to its anti-tobacco 
efforts. 

“With tobacco, we've 
been effective in sending 
the message that it’s dan- 
gerous,’ Keenan said. “We 
saw usage (of tobacco) drop 
once we were able, through 
education and everything 
else, to show it should not 
be normalized.” 

Carmichael ' passed 
around several types edibles 
— food products infused with 
THC, the active ingredient 
in marijuana — including 
cookies, brownies and rice 
crispy treats to the two doz- 
en attendees present. Carmi- 
chael said he was concerned 
about the potency of the 
edibles; one chocolate chip 
cookie, he stated, contained 
160 milligrams of THC, 16 
times the 10-milligram serv- 
ing size. 

“I don’t typically eat one- 
sixteenth of a cookie,” Car- 
michael said. “In this case, 
you should.” 

Since recreational mari- 
juana was legalized, Car- 
michael said Walpole police 
have seen children using 
THC-infused products in- 
cluding cookies, lollipops, 
pretzels and ziti. 

“What adults want to do, 
that’s their thing, but when 
these things start seeping 
down into our youth, then 
we have to pay attention to 
that,” he stated. ,

Carmichael said he was 
also concerned about driv- 
ers Operating under the in- 
fluence of marijuana and the 
ability of law-enforcement 
to test for that. Colorado and 
Washington both have limits 
on the amount of THC driv- 
ers can have in their blood, 
but the drug can linger in the 
bloodstream long after it is 
used, unlike alcohol. There 
are police officers in Mas- 
sachusetts certified in drug 
recognition, Carmichael 
said, but only about 130 
statewide. 

Walker noted Koch has 
proposed an ordinance regu- 
lating recreational marijuana 
facilities in Quincy, which is — 
now pending before the City 
Council. 

Marijuana establish- 
ments, as the zoning ordi- 
nance refers to them, would 
not be allowed to open with- 
in 1,500 linear feet of any 
residential district; public or 
private school with students 
under the age of 21; child 
care centers; athletic fields, 
playgrounds, beaches, skat- 
ing rinks, libraries and rec- 
reation centers: and public 
transit facilities. Walker said 
those restrictions are simi- 
lar to the ones approved by 
the City Council concern- 
ing medical marijuana dis- 
pensaries, which essentially 
limited them to Ricciuti 
Drive and the Fore River 
Shipyard. 

The proposed ordinance 
also includes hours during 
which a recreational dis- 
pensary could sell marijua- 
na. Those hours would be 
11 a.m. to 9 p.m. Monday 
through Thursday and noon 
to 6 p.m. on Sundays. 

Walker said the admin- 
istration is unsure whether 
Quincy can outright ban rec- 
reational dispensaries from 
opening via a ballot measure 
because Ermont is already 
open in the city and Koch 
has not decided whether or 
not he would advance such 
a referendum. 

“A ballot question is 
something that has come 
up and we’re still seeking 
that answer as to whether or 
not the law would allow the 
city to have a referendum on 
that question,” Walker said. 
“The mayor is open to that. 
He has not made a definitive 
decision on whether or not 
that will be the best way.”

Register O’Donnell: May Real Estate 
Sales Better Than Expected 


Despite a monthly trend 
of limited inventory, to- 
tal real estate sales in May 
2017, both residential and 
commercial, showed a solid 
10 percent increase year 
over year. 

?Surprisingly, Norfolk 
County real estate sales for 
May totaled 1,706 com- 
pared to 1,554 in May 
2016,” said Norfolk County 
Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell. “What 
was unsurprising is the low 
number of properties on the 
market which has given rise 
to competition, particularly 
for first-time homeowners, 
bidding against each other, 
resulting in healthy increas- 
es in both the average sale 
price and total sales. 

“The average sales price 
for May, again for both 
residential and commercial, 
was $766,499, a 14 percent 
increase compared to the 
previous year. Total real es- 
tate sales volume increased 
a whopping 25 percent for 
the month coming in at 
$850 million. In light of 
the continuing low levels of 
real estate inventory, it will 
be interesting to see if this 
growth can be sustained.” 
O’Donnell said. 

Lending activity for the 
month was a different story. 
A total of 2,426 mortgages 
were recorded during May, 
a 14 percent decrease from 
the previous year. Total 


mortgage financing for the 
month was $1.1 billion, a 3 
percent reduction year over 
year. 
“An uptick in mortgage 
rates,’ noted O’Donnell, 
“triggered these downward 
numbers. With the Federal 
Reserve projected to. in- 
crease rates during the sec- 
ond half of 2017, I see the 
mortgage lending activity 
trend lines continuing for 
the foreseeable future.” 

A bright spot for the 
month of ‘May 2017 was 
Norfolk County homeown- 
ers continuing to take advan- 
tage of the Homestead Act. 
A total of 1,153 Homesteads 
were filed during May 2017, 
a 4 percent increase com- 
pared to the previous May. 

“The Homestead Act,” 
O’Donnell noted, “is an 
important consumer tool. 
A Homestead provides lim- 
ited protection against the 
forced sale of a homeown- 
er’s primary residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up to 
$500,000.” 

Additional piece of good 
news was seen in the area 
of foreclosure activity. The 
total number of Notice to 
Foreclose Mortgage record- 
ings, the first step in the 
foreclosure process was 60, 
a 28 percent reduction from 
the previous year. Foreclo- 
sure deed recordings, the 
final step in the foreclosure 
process, were flat. A total of 


22 foreclosure deeds were 
processed in May, the same 
number recorded in May 
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Annex Really, inc.

As the officer entered 
the bedroom, he could clearly see the male suspect was in a 


"highly agitated state. When told he was going to be placed 


in custody for the restraining order violation, the male began 
. screaming at the officers that he was not was not going to jail. 

The suspect suddenly turned and leaped onto the master 

bed and with one motion unsheathed a four-foot Samurai 
sword he had concealed behind the pillow. He turned toward 
the officers and began to raise the sword in an upward mo- 
tion above his head with a two-handed grip. Upon seeing this 
aggressive behavior, Officer Matthews pushed the suspect 
down on the bed and pinned both his hands which contained 
the sword against the bedroom wall.

He’s threatening to stab my employees. He’s wearing a red 
shirt.”

As 
the officer walked down the alley toward the suspect, numer- 
ous patrons told him the suspect may have a knife on him. — 

Upon seeing the officer, the suspect suddenly screamed 
belligerently, “F@#$ you n*&&@, f@#$ you, come get it, 
come get it.” Officer Donovan attempted to diffuse the situa- 
tion by asking the suspect to quiet down but the suspect con- 
tinued his rant while telling the Officer, “Don’t come near 
me.”

I have a 1997 Chevrolet S-10 pickup. The odometer 
shows just less than 100,000 miles. The engine was tak- 
en out to replace the clutch assembly. At the same time 
a high volume oil pump was installed. Prior to the oil 
pump being replaced the oil pressure gauge would read 
zero pressure when at idle. With the new oil pump the 


_ oil pressure remains at zero idling. The vehicle does not 


burn oil. Do you have any suggestions what I can do to 
fix the problem? 

The first place to start is testing the oil pressure with a 
mechanical gauge just to rule out any misinformation. If the 
mechanical gauge reads zero then you need to look at the 
engine itself. Typically main and rod bearing are most re- 
sponsible for maintaining oil pressure. A worn bearing(s) 


- could be the issue. At this point the next step would be re- 


moving the bearing caps and measuring clearances looking 
for wear. 

In 2004 I purchased a Chevy Silverado pick-up. From 
the very beginning it has been rough shifting, when I 
complained General Motors gave me an extended war- 
ranty which has since expired. When shifting there was a 
sticky/clunky sensation in the lower gears which has got- 
ten worse lately, other than the transmission issue this 
has been a good truck. I have had it checked many times 
at the dealer, no answer, no mention of any service bulle- 
tins. The garage that services my truck changed the slip- 
joint and the universal joints in the driveshaft because of 
a bulletin that mentioned clunking noises. Nothing much 
has changed-a little smoother, but not 100 percent of the 
time. GM will not do anything about this now. Have you 
heard of this problem? 

I have heard of this problem over the years, the answer 
is there is no. real answer. Many shops have replaced the 
u-joints, lubed everything and even replaced driveshaft and 
on the four-wheel-drive model the transfer case. The issue/ 
noise as in the case with your truck doesn’t seem to affect 
the longevity of the vehicle which may be why Chevrolet 
has come up with no real fix for the issue. . 

I am considering a Hyundai Tucson 1.6 turbo engine 
with a dual-clutch transmission. I test drove one and 
liked it. However, some say to stay away from it because 


. of the transmission. Any input would be appreciated. 


Many vehicle manufactures are using dual-clutch trans- 
mission some with better success than others. The overall 
shifting characteristic is different than a conventional au- 
tomatic transmission with a crisper and at times a bit of a 
harsh feel. I would rank the Hyundai as one of the better 
dual-clutch transmissions and combined with Hyundai’s 10 
year 100,000 mile vy should take away any long term 
worries. 

You recently had a transmission question from an 
owner of the 2015 Honda Accord. We own the same car. 
When driving under light throttle in slow moving local 
traffic and the traffic increases somewhat in speed our 
Accord with CVT transmission does not respond at all 
to added throttle. It’s necessary to lift off the accelera- 
tor completely off the throttle then squeeze it back down 
again in order to have the computer downshift the unit 
and restore normal behavior. Is this an unavoidable 
feature of CVT transmissions? Is something wrong, or 
should Honda perhaps provide another software update 
to the transmission? (There has already been one such 
update: I don’t know what would happen if a driver 
pushed more and more on the unresponsive throttle. 
Perhaps the car would suddenly leap ahead and cause 
an accident.) ‘ 

I have driven many CVT style transmissions and have 
never experienced what some Honda owners are experienc- 
ing. I believe some of it has to do with the style of driving 
and how the vehicle reacts. Today, we see CVT transmis- 
sions in Nissans, Subaru, Honda and many other vehicles 
and I find them okay, although I prefer transmissions with 
actual gears. At this point, I would continue to work with 
Honda and have them perform any updates as they become 
available. 

I took my 2012 Ford Escape hybrid into a major re- 
pair shop for their special $19.99 oil change. Once in the 
shop I was told, my hybrid wasn’t eligible for the basic 
oil change. I would need to spend $50 additionally for 
a synthetic oil change package. Is that true? The car’s 

manual lists several different oils and doesn’t seem to 


__ specify synthetic oil. 


Here is what Ford Motor Company states about your hy- 


‘brid Escape: use of. synthetic or synthetic blend motor oil is 


not mandatory. Engine oil need only meet the requirements 


of Ford specification WSS-M2C930-A and the API Certifi- 


tio! mark. Now over the years I have become a proponent 
f synthetic oil, I believe it reduces engine wear, reduces 
ction and allows for easier starting in cold weather. 


My last vehicle was a 2012 Silverado Duramax die- 
sel. I used 5-40w full synthetic Rotella T6 for 200,000 
miles with no oil used with routine oil changes. Alas I 
would still be driving it today except the whole vehicle 
was starting to rot off the engine. My new 2017 Chev- 
rolet Silverado 5.3 liter V-8 gasoline engines specify the 
Dexos 1, 0W-20 blend oil. To me it seems like General 
Motors invented the oil and then decided they should de- 
sign a vehicle to put it in. This seems ridiculous to me! In 
any event after doing some research I found that Penzoil 
and some other oil manufacturers make a Dexos 1 fully 
synthetic oil. In 40 years of driving I have always used 
synthetic oils with complete satisfaction. What are your 
thoughts on switching to the full synthetic oil and what- 
ever GM was thinking in reinventing the wheel? 

You are correct that Dexos 1 oil is a semi-synthetic and 
recently various manufacturers have developed full synthet- 
ic oil that meets the Dexos 1 specification. As long as the oil 
meets or exceeds the specification you are complying with 
the manufacturer’s requirement. General Motors did in fact 
design their engines to use very specific oils and although 
unusual here in the states, this is a more common practice 
in Europe. Volkswagen for example required a very specific 
oil for their engines. This is just the beginning, in the fu- 
ture many engines are being designed to run on 95 octane 
gasoline. So in fact the gasoline is being developed before 
the engine. The reason behind this is vehicle emissions and 
improved fuel economy. In the very near future AAA will be 
coming out with a synthetic versus conventional oil study. 

My dream car is a 1980 Mercedes 450SLC. Is it bet- 
ter to buy one with low miles (40,000) or one that’s been 
well used at say 140,000 miles? A car that sits can be 
worse off than one that gets run daily or weekly. Assume 
both have service records. What do you think? __ 

The Mercedes 450SL is a great car and like all 37 year 
old vehicles it is more about maintenance than mileage. Any 
low mileage car that didn’t see regular service could be in 


much worse condition than a higher mileage vehicle that 


was serviced throughout the years. The other issue with a 
low mileage car, is that part of its value is in the fact it has 
low mileage is what adds value and the more you drive it 
(and what is the fun of having a car like this if you don’t 
drive it) the more you chip away at the value. I would 
look for a well-kept car with moderate mileage and have it 
checked out by a technician familiar with older Mercedes 
Benz models. 

I took my 2004 Chrysler Crossfire to a local shop for a 
state inspection and they refused the car because the tire 
pressure light was on. They checked the entire car, re- 
inflated the tires and told me the light should go off in 10 
miles. Two weeks later the light is still on and my sticker 
is now overdue. Do you have any suggestions short of 
taking out the bulb? 

The tire pressure monitoring system is a safety system 
and can’t be disabled. Depending where you live the TPMS 
system may or may not be part of the safety inspection. In 
Massachusetts where I live the TPMS light and operation of 
the system is not part of the current inspection program. In 
Rhode Island where I work, TPMS function and operation 
is part of the inspection system and a vehicle that comes in 
with a TPMS light on will fail inspection. At this point the 
TPMS system needs to be evaluated to see what is wrong. 
At 13 years old it is possible some of the sensors have start- 
ed to fail and will need replacing. 

I have a BMW 430xi with four winter tires and was 
wondering when I should swap them over to the summer 
tires? Do I need to wait until actual summer? When I 
asked at my local garage they told me to keep them on 
longer because they are better in wet weather than the 
summer tires. I feel like they should be changed, help! 

Winter tires work as well as they do for two major rea- 
sons: tread design and composition of the rubber. When the 
temperature is cold the rubber compound has much more 
grip. Summer performance tires go from sticky to hard rub-

ber when the temperature drops below 40 degrees. Since 
we are solidly into some warmer weather here in the North- 
east (I hope) it is safe to switch to your summer tires. Most 
performance tires work very well in wet weather, but keep 
in mind even the best tire in heavy rain that ponds on the 
roadway can lead to hydroplaning. 

About two years ago I had a new starter put in my car 
and now it is acting up. The first starter lasted six years. 
How long should a replacement last? 

Most replacement starters are not new but rebuilt or re- 
manufactured. How long the replacement lasts is really de- 
termined by what was replaced in the rebuilt starter and the 
quality of the replacement parts. I replaced the starter in my 
car about 16 months ago and it recently failed, fortunately 
the starter had a limited-lifetime warranty. I was happy it 
was under warranty and as ae ey I had to replace it 
again. 

I have a 2015 Audi Q5. It has approximately 50,000 
miles on it. The Audi dealer indicated that the rear 
brakes will need to be changed in a year. The estimated 
price I received from the dealer was $750. I feel that 
this is quite expensive as I have had brake and rotors 
replaced for half that amount in other cars. Knowing the 
brakes have sensors in them, is $750 a reasonable price? 
My follow up question is: can other car mechanics per- 
form the same job with factory Audi parts? 

- The brake rotors on your vehicle are pricey at $175 each 
and the brake pads are about $100 for the set. Add in two 
hours labor to perform the work and it is easy to see how 
$750 is possible. Certainly any competent technician can 


_ perform the repairs but your only real saving would be the 


difference in the labor rate between an independent shop 
and a factory dealer. Now of course you could save a little 
more money with aftermarket parts. If this were something 
you were tempted to do I would use only a high quality part 
to prevent any brake noises. 

When driving my 2013 Toyota Camry and slowing 
down I hear a squeezing/squishing noise. The other issue 
is when I’m stopped there is kind of shivering noise. The 
car has 45,000 miles on it and it was purchased used. 
Any thoughts on what could be wrong? 

The problem could be related to the power brake booster. 
This is the part of the brake system that provides the extra 
“foot” power in the power brake system. As with any brake 
issue, you should bring the car into a repair shop as soon as 
possible. 

Ihave a 10 year old Mercury Marquis that my grand- 
pa gave me. The problem is that sometimes it runs rough 
to the point it almost stalls. Other times it runs great, 
any ideas? 

That vintage Ford/Mercury uses many vacuum con- 
trolled devices. I would start by looking and listening for 
vacuum leaks (hissing). The other common issue with this 
model is the exhaust gas recirculation (EGR) valve sticks 
open and causes a very lean engine running condition which 
can cause the engine to stall.

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School Water Quality 
Now In Compliance 


By TOM GORMAN 

Following months of up- 
grading plumbing systems 
to address high lead levels, 
water quality in the city’s 
public schools is now meet- 
ing standards and officials 
are striving to lower the lev- 
els beyond the standards. 

“As of this date, we are 
in full compliance with state 
and federal law with the wa- 
ter in the bubblers and class- 
room faucets,” Commis- 
sioner of Public Buildings 
Paul Hines told the school 
committee on June 14. 

Last fall, tests revealed 
elevated levels of lead in 
water samples taken from 
-water fountains and sinks 
in many of the district’s 
schools. Affected bubblers 


were immediately shut off 
and sinks were labeled for 
hand washing only. A to- 
tal of 126 fixtures were af- 
fected. 

The city council appro- 
priated $275,000 earlier this 
year to address the problem 
and upgrade water systems 
in all of the city’s 20 school 
buildings by the first day 
of school in the fall.. Work 
is continuing and will go 
through the summer. 

Workers, however, have 
run into some obstacles in 
trying to finish the project 
in a timely manner. Hines 
explained that the main 
service valves in the street 
at many of the schools are 
broken preventing workers 
from simply shutting off the

water supply so they can 
replace fixtures during over- 
night hours. 

“We have to shut the 
building down, drain the 
building, replace those 
valves and recharge the 
building and have it ready 
for school,” he said. “So, we 
have that delay.” 

Despite that glitch, Hines 
said the project will be com- 
pleted by the first day of 
school.. : 

“It’s a challenge, but we 
are advancing,” he said. “We 
have absolute confidence 
that we will meet our task. 
We still have our goal for 
the fall to be completed.” 

A significant portion of 
the work has been com- 
pleted at the Bernazanni and 
Lincoln-Hancock _ schools, 
according to Hines. He not- 
ed that the city’s appropria- 
tion is funding an on-call 
mechanical and plumbing 
‘service that will be used this 
summer to augment crews 
working in the schools to 
speed up the work. 

Hines said the priority is 
replacing the bubblers that 
were found with. the ele- 
vated lead levels. He noted 
that bottled water-Was been 
brought into the affected 
schools’ when water foun- 
tains were shut down. 

“Our first goal 
water bubblers,” he said. 
“That’s the most significant 
risk. We have bottled water 
in the schools so that the 
bubblers that were taken of- 
fline do not impact the stu- 
dents. They have the fresh 
bottled water available to 
them.”

Quincy Officer Credited For Saving Suicidal Man

A Quincy police officer 
is being credited for help- 
ing save the life of a sui- 


cidal man who threatened to" 


throw himself over a bridge 
and into traffic in Kingston. 
Lt. Daniel Minton praised 
Officer Ryan Donnelly — a 
member of the Quincy Po- 
lice Department for more 
than 11 years — for his ac- 
tions in a letter to Police 
Chief Paul Keenan. 
Donnelly, who was off 
duty at the time, was travel- 
ing on Route 3A headed to- 
ward Plymouth shortly be- 
fore 5 p.m. on June 11 when 
he noticed two motorcycles 


pulled over near the Route 3 
overpass. 
As Donnelly slowed 
down, he observed a man 
hanging off of a fence over 
the northbound traffic of 
Route 3, Minton said. He 
pulled over, exited his truck 
and observed the male cry- 
ing and yelling. Donnelly 
spoke with one of the by- 
standers who was talking 
with the man. He told the 


‘bystander that he is a police 


officer and a crisis nego- 
tiator and was going to take 
over the scene. 

“Donnelly then walked 
closer to the distraught man 
and could see that he was 


upset and shaking. He was 


barefoot and was clinging 
to the fence with his fingers 
and toes through the holes,” 
Minton said. - 

Donnelly began speak- 
ing with the man, using his 
training, and learned that 
because of a series of life- 


changing events, the man 


said that he was a failure 
and wanted to die. 

“Donnelly reassured the 
man that the issues could be 
worked out; however, the 
man kept threatening ‘I’m 
going to jump in front of the 
next truck I see,” Minton 
said.

Additionally, Cooke said 
Adams wrote a lot of poetry 
in his later years, and those 
are incorporated into the 
performance as well. 
Cooke, a Quincy resi- 
dent, has been portraying 


' Adams for about 15 years. 


He started doing so not only 
because he and the sixth 
president look alike, but also 
because he was impressed 
with how much Adams ac- 
complished in the last 10 
years of his life. 

“He is a tremendous ex- 
ample of what a man can do 
at the end of his life if he re- 
ally tries,” Cooke said. 

Cooke has _ portrayed 
Adams across the U.S. and 
also made appearances on 
C-SPAN and NPR. In 2007, 
the U.S. State Department 
sent Cooke to Russia for a 
ten-day tour, with stops in 
Moscow and St. Petersburg 
among others, as part of the 
celebration of the bicenten- 
nial of diplomatic relations 
between the two countries. 
Adams was the United 
States’ first ambassador to 
Russia. . 

Cooke, who has acted 
and directed for various 
Boston theater groups, has 
been performing solo his- 
tory since 1985. He present- 
ed “Calvin Coolidge: More 
Than Two Words” that year 
— he no longer portrays the 
30th president — and has also 
presented “Daniel Webster: 
I Still Live” and “Edward 
Everett: The Other Speaker 
At Gettysburg.”

There are so many different ways of us- 
ing lamb. My daughter, Rita, made a de- 
licious lamb tart out of her left overs and 
when she brought me a slice to try I decided 
to share this easy and tasty treat with all of 
you.

Preheat oven to 425 degrees 
RECIPE: 

1 9-inch pie crust (I bought mine) 
6 ounces of fresh mushrooms, chopped 
1 small onion chopped 
1 to 2 cups of leftover lamb (whatever 
you have on hand) 
_¥cup of cream 


2 table spoons of olive oil 2 
1 egg beaten - for egg- wash topping - 

In the hot oil sauté onion, add the 
chopped mushrooms, then sauté for a few 
minutes until onion is translucent. 

Add the lamb mix well. Then add the 
cream and mix until well blerided. 

On a cookie sheet lay out the crust in 
a round circle. In the center of the crust, 
place the lamb mixture. 

Fold all around the edge making a tart, 
the center will not be covered. Brush the 
crust with egg wash. 

Bake at 425 degrees for 10 minutes and 
then reduce oven heat to 350 degrees and 
bake tart until lightly browned. Tarts can be 
served topped with arugula.

It was determined that 
they were not only victims 
of their addictions to heroin, 
but of a.synthetic opioid that 
some drug dealers are add- 
ing to the narcotic to give 


-it an even more powerful 


and entirely deadly boost; 
Carfentanil. Massachusetts 
State Police are caution- 
ing that this exceedingly 
dangerous opioid has been 
found in the state. This is 
the first time the opioid has 
been seen in Massachusetts 
and authorities want to fore- 
warn the public and first re- 
sponders about its extreme 
lethal potential. Previously, 
the DEA has found the drug 
in a number of states: Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Rhode Island, 
Indiana, Pennsylvania, Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia, New 
Jersey and Illinois, and the 
agency is still tracking its 
presence and its prolifera- 
tion. 

Carfentanil is the most 
potent commercial opioid 
in the world, according to 
the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Agency. It is 10,000. times 
stronger than morphine, and 
at least 100 times more pow-

erful than the similar opioid, 
fentanyl. Carfentanil’s only 
Officially established use is 
to sedate large zoo animals 
like moose, buffalo and el- 
ephants. It takes just two 
milligrams of Carfentanil to 
anesthetize a 2,000-pound 
elephant, and the veterinar- 
ians who administer the 
drug utilize gloves and face 
masks to prevent exposure 
to it. Keep in mind a dose 
the size of a grain of salt 
could kill a person and may 
be lethal even when ab- 
sorbed through the skin. The 
presence of Carfentanil is a 
novel and perilous dilemma 
for first responders. In many 
law enforcement agencies, 
only specially trained offi- 
cers are allowed to handle 
any suspected Carfentanil. 
It possesses the ability to be 
absorbed through the skin 
or inhaled, posing a threat 
to the public, first respond- 
ers and laboratory workers. 
In many cities, it is standard 
practice for police to do 
roadside test kits to see if 
a drug is cocaine or heroin. 
Executing that now may be 
just too dangerous. 

Though clearly, Carfen- 
tanil is not for human con- 
sumption in any way, this

does not deter drug dealers 
from enhancing heroin with 
a microscopic amount of 
it, giving the drug an even 
more powerful, but often fa-

Carfentanil seems to

prior to being shipped to_ 


the U.S. People order it on- 
line and ship it through the 
USS. Postal Service, before 
it ultimately makes its way 
into the local heroin supply. 
Dealers cut heroin with Car- 
fentanil because it requires 
only minuscule amounts, 
smaller than a grain of salt, 
to increase the heroin’s po- 
tency. For this reason, deal- 
ers are able to enlarge their 
supplies without consider- 
able additional costs and 
provide users with a nearly 
lethal bang for their buck.

have a hundred or two hun- 
dred customers lined up. The 
end result is a deadly game 
of supply and demand. 

One reason that Carfen- 
tanil-laced heroin is so le- 
thal, is that the majority of 
heroin users have no clue 
that they are ingesting it. In 
its liquid -form, it is odor- 
less and colorless and used 
in such minute amounts that 


even drug laboratories and ~ 


medical examiners have a 
challenging time testing for 
it. Users may take their cus- 
tomary dose of heroin, not 
recognizing that something 
far more deadly is in the 
mixture, and as a result an 
overdose ensues. 
Overdosing on Carfenta- 
nil is not the equivalent of 
overdosing on pure heroin. 
Aside from the fact that Car- 
fentanil is incredibly potent, 
it is also extremely resistant 
to naloxone, also referred to 
as Narcan, the opioid anti- 
dote that functions as the 
final line of defense against 
a heroin overdose. A con- 
ventional heroin overdose 
usually necessitates one 
or two shots to “work, “but 
when heroin is laced with 
Carfentanil, it may require a 
substantially larger amount 


to counteract the drug, or 
may not work at all. Many 
first responders report that it 
takes IVs of Narcan in order 
to just sustain people, when 
Carfentanil is involved. In 
summary, if you overdose, 
first responders may not be 
able to save you. The dire 
warning to all seems to res- 


onate, that if you choose to: 


acquire and use any forms 
of heroin, you don’t know 
what other drugs may be 
mixed in or substituted and 
you may be literally gam- 
bling with your life. 

Furthermore, while first 
responders do their utmost 
to save overdose victims, 
Carfentanil is depleting sup- 
plies of Narcan in certain 
areas of the’country and the 
ultimate cost for that is start- 
ing to tally up. 

Ohio Senator Rob Port- 
man has co-sponsored a bill, 
the Synthetics Trafficking 
and Overdose Prevention, 
or STOP act. The new kill 
would assure that the send- 
er is required to give you a 
valid name, address, content 
size of the package, and who 
they’re sending it to in the 
unit. The STOP act stalled 
in the Senate last year, but 
Senator Portman reintro-

duced the legislation in April 
of 2017. In the meantime, 
the Chinese government has 
taken action of its own. Es- 
sentially, at the request of 
the U.S., China announced 
the banning of the export of . 
Carfentanil along with three 
other opioids. 

So far, there have been no 
known overdoses in Massa- 
chusetts due to Carfentanil, 
though several have previ- 
ously been reported in New 
Hampshire. A Department of 
Justice drug task force chief 
based in Ohio, commenting 
on the increase in Carfenta- 
nil related overdoses, told 
the Associated Press, “You 
feel like a kid with his finger 
in the dike and we’re run- 
ning out of fingers.”

Social Security’s 
‘Full Retirement Age’

Dear Rusty: I was born in 1955, am 61 years old, and 
starting to think about when I should collect Social Secu- 
rity. I spoke to my local Social Security office and got con- 
fused when they started talking about my “full retirement 
age” and now I don’t know whether that’s 62, 65, 66, or 
something else. Can you please clarify? 

Signed: Confused 

Dear Confused: “Full Retirement Age,” often referred 
to by Social Security pundits as “FRA,” can be confusing 
to those approaching retirement and wondering when they 
should start collecting their Social Security benefits. That’s 

~ because there isn’t just one age which Social Security con- 
siders the “full retirement age”; rather each person’s full re- 
tirement age depends on which year they were born. 

And why is FRA so important? 

Because it is one of two primary factors which determine 
how much your personal Social Security retirement benefit 
will be, no matter when you start collecting. (The other is 
your “Average Indexed Monthly Earnings,” or “AIME,” 
which is the subject of a different question). 

First of all, when the Social Security Administration 


_ (SSA) refers to “full retirement age,” they mean the age at 


which you become eligible to receive 100 percent of the 
benefit you are entitled to from your lifetime earnings re- 
cord, if you were to start collecting benefits at that age. That 
age was fixed at 65 until 1983 when Congress changed the 
law to slightly increase the FRA for folks born in 1938 and 
later. ; 

Under current law, anyone born between 1943 and 1954 
has a full retirement age of 66, while the age for those born 
after 1954 increases by 2 months for each year between 1955 
and 1960 when the maximum age of 67 is reached. FRA 
then stays at 67 for anyone born after 1960. 

So for Social Security purposes, your full retirement age 
can be anywhere from 65 to 67 depending upon the year you 
were born (Persons born on January Ist of any year are, for 
FRA purposes, considered to have been born in the previous 
year). For people approaching retirement today, their FRA 
will be 66, or 66 years and some months if they were born 
between 1955 and 1959, or 67 if they were born in 1960 or 
later. : 

Since you were born in 1955, your full retirement age is 
66 years and 2 months, and this is the age at which you will 
be able to collect 100 percent of the Social Security benefit 
you have earned by working over your lifetime. But if you 
start collecting your benefits earlier than your FRA your ac- 
tual benefit will be less than 100 percent of what you’ve 
earned. And if you wait until after your full retirement age, 
you can collect more than 100 percent. Note, too, that the 
significance of FRA also applies to both spousal and survi- 
vor’s benefits, in that applying early will result in a reduced 
benefit amount.

O’Donnell Reminds 
Homeowners Importance 


_ Of Homestead Protection 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell reminds hom- 
eowners about the impor- 
tance of filing for Home- 
stead protection. 

Under Massachusetts 
law, a Homestead recording 
provides for limited protec- 
tion against the forced sale 
of an individual’s primary 
residence to satisfy unse- 
cured debt up to $500,000. 

“For most people, their 
home is the most important 
financial asset they have,” 
O’Donnell said. “If you own 
a home, and it is your pri- 
mary residence, one way to 
protect it is to file a Home- 
stead. 

“The Homestead law 
also allows for the filing of 
an Elderly Homestead ap- 
plication, which defines an 


‘elder as a person who is 62 


years of age or older. This 
protection can be increased 
if the elderly couple files 
jointly. ” 

O’Donnell further stat- 
ed, “The Homestead Law 
was significantly enhanced 
by an act of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature back in 
2011. Language in the new 
law states a valid Home- 
stead cannot be terminated 
when refinancing a mort- 
gage. Other changes include 
wording which states that a 
Homestead can provide pro- 
tections for a primary home 
even if it is kept in trust. The 
definition of a primary resi- 
dence has been further ex- 
panded to include a manu- 
factured or mobile home.” 

While a Homestead pro- 
vides important protections 
for consumers, it is impor- 
tant to note there are certain 
debts that are exempted from 
protection under the Home- 
stead Act. These include 
federal, state and local tax 
liens, as well as mortgages 
contracted for the purchase 
of a primary home and nurs- 
ing home liens. 

Most other. mortgages, 
debts, and encumbrances 
existing prior to the filing 
of the Declaration of Home- 
stead, along with probate 
court executions for spou- 
sal and child support, are 
also not covered under the 
Homestead protection stat- 
ute. 


the forced ‘sale of their pri- 
mary owned residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up 
to $500,000,” O’Donnell 
said. “While the debt is still 
owed, homeowners will at 
least have the comfort of 
knowing that with a Home- 
stead filed at the Registry 
of Deeds, their primary 
residence cannot be forcibly 
sold to satisfy most debts.”

the 500-space lot is project- 
ed for sometime within the 
first three months of 2018 as 
construction activity ramps 
up on site.

City councillors raised 
concerns about the garage’s

approved Monday. 

Several councillors asked 
Geary what would happen 
once the lot closes for con- 
struction of the garage and 
the private developments, 
which is expected to take up 
to 18 months to complete. 

“Where will everybody 
park?” said Councillor Noel 
DiBona, noting the Hancock 
Lot is used by a number of 
businesses for their custom- 
ers and employees, those 
going to the Quincy District 
Courthouse and others. 


Councillor Joseph Finn 
noted the Hancock Lot will 
be closed at the same time 
the MBTA station in Wollas- 
ton is shut down for renova- 
tions and a mixed-use devel- 
opment begins at the North 
Quincy station’s parking lot, 
both of which will result in a 
loss of parking spaces. 

“T just fear that we’re go- 
ing to be really clobbered 
here,” he said. 

Geary said the plan for 
mitigating the loss of spaces 
should be completed by the 
end of the summer. _ 

“That plan is in the pro- 
cess of being assembled,” 
he said. “That will be com- 
pleted certainly before we 
commence full construction 
— we’re hoping to have it 
pretty much formulated by 
the end of the summer.”

amount of space there, simi-

Cont’d From Page 1 
a ventilation system while 
the above ground levels do 
not. 

City consultants provid- 
ed a cost estimate for that 
alternative prior to Mon- 
day’s meeting after Croall 
and Palmucci raised con- 
cerns about the price at a 
committee meeting June 15 
— Palmucci at that meeting 
likened the garage’s cost to 
the Taj Mahal. : 

Those same consultants 
said incréasing the height 
from four to five stories, 
adding about 11 feet to its 
total height, would increase 
the massing of the garage 
structure and impose upon 
a new civic space being 
built in the Hancock Lot and 
developments on site. The 
councillors said the trade off 
in height was worth the sav- 
ings. 

“We’re looking at a po- 
tential cost savings to the 
taxpayer of almost $8 mil- 
lion,” Croall said. “Three 
parking spaces, 11 feet...

level. After the amendment 
was proposed, William 
Geary, Koch’s special coun- 
sel for the downtown devel- 
opment, said the’ city’s land 
disposition agreement with 
O’Connell, which was ap- 
proved by the council and 
the mayor, requires a por- 


tion of the garage be built - 


underground. 

After that issue was 
raised, Palmucci expressed 
frustration that that concern 
was only raised with the 
council poised to vote on his 
amendment and not during 
the five hours councillors 
spént deliberating the ga- 
tage proposal over the past 
week. ‘ 

“The ground is always 
shifting here,” Palmucci 
said. “We asked questions, 
we’re about to take a vote, 
and now the ground is shift- 
ing.” 

Palmucci asked for a re- 
cess to see if James Shea, 
the City Council’s outside 
counsel for downtown mat- 
ters, could be asked wheth- 
er or not the LDA with 
O’Connell does require a 
portion of the garage be built 
underground. No recess was 
granted, however, and Pal- 
mucci and Councillor Nina 
Liang both. voted present 
on Palmucci’s amendment, 
which failed 7-0. 


Palmucci_ then _intro- 
duced a second amendment, 
which would have limited 
the cost per square foot of 
the new garage to $88 — the 
same cost per square foot 
as the alternative without 
the underground level. That 
amendment failed 6-3, with 
Croall and Liang joining 
Palmucci in favor of it.

Croall 
joined Palmucci in voting 
for it, with the other seven 
councillors opposed. 

Monday’s vote will pro- 
vide funding for Desman 

to finalize design of the ga- 
rage, which Geary hopes is 
done over the summer. Wil- 
son said Desman could not 
move forward and complete 
final design on two garage 
proposals — with and with- 
out the underground level 
— because it would require 
more time to do so and cost 
about $500,000 more. 

Under terms of the LDA, 
the council will have to ap- 
prove the final design and 
a contract for the garage 
construction, which will be 
built by the same firm erect- 
ing Chestnut Place. The 
contract with the builder 
will include a guaranteed 
maximum price the city will 
pay for the garage.

— Go Figure! —— 
answers 
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On Tuesday, June 6, at approximately 9:15 p.m., Officer 
Paul Foley was traveling southbound on Hancock Street with 
his K-9 partner when he observed a Honda Accord reversing 
directly toward his cruiser north bound in the southbound lane. 

The officer had to stop his cruiser abruptly to avoid being 
struck by the Honda, which continued backing up over and 
across the solid white lines before driving forward and turning 
right into the driveway of the Howard Johnson’s Motel at 845 
Hancock St. 

Officer Foley activated his blue lights/siren and conducted a 
stop of the vehicle in the driveway. The driver gave the officer 
his driver’s license and stated he could not locate the registra- 
tion/rental agreement. He added the car was rented by his front 
seat passenger. 

When Officer Foley asked the passenger for identification, 
he began reaching into his pockets looking for his ID. As he did 
this, the officer illuminated the area and in plain view he no- 
ticed that the passenger was attempting to conceal a cell phone 
and a credit card under his buttocks. When asked why he was 
hiding the items, the passenger did not reply. 

Officer Foley requested to see the credit card so the passen- 
ger handed it to him along with his license. The name on the 
license and credit card were different. The credit card (a Navy 
Federal Credit Union Visa card) appeared to be brand new and 
had an expiration date of 2021. When asked who owned the 
credit card, the passenger said, “My cousin, he must have left it 
in the car.” The officer asked him how old his cousin was and 
where he lived and he responded, “37 years old and he lives on 
Oxford Street in Boston.” 

Before returning to his cruiser, Officer Foley noticed two 
large bags of new merchandise marked, “Saks Fifth Avenue” 
on the back seat behind the driver’s seat. He also noted the rear 
seat passengers were not wearing seat belts. 5 

The passenger behind the driver handed the Officer a New 
York license and the other rear passenger handed over a Mas- 
sachusetts license. Criminal record checks revealed that one 
passenger was on Federal probation out of New York for dis- 
tribution of “Dangerous Drugs.” Another passenger had open 
Massachusetts open criminal cases for forgery, uttering and lar- 
ceny out of Quincy District Court. 

Teletype operator Carol Flynn was unable to locate a 
37-year-old male or female with the name and address in Bos- 
ton. To confirm his strong suspicion that one of the suspects 
was in possession of either a lost, stolen or fraudulent credit 
card, Officer Foley contacted the toll free number on the back 


of the card and spoke with an op- 
erator of the Naval Federal Credit 
Union and had her look up the 
card number. Due to their security 
policies, the operator could not 
provide any details over the phone 
but said she would attempt to con- 
tact the card owner and have them 
contact Quincy PD. 

Since the operator referred to 
the card holder as “she” and “her”. 
the officer knew the card was is- 
sued to a female, even though the 
front passenger had insisted that the card owner was a male. - 
Based on this information, Officer Foley searched the vehicle 
for further evidence of credit card fraud. 

Officer John McGowan arrived on scene to assist. Officer 
Foley requested the front passenger step out and speak with 
him and as the suspect exited the vehicle, the officer immedi- 
ately observed in plain view a large fold of cash next to a large 
amount of credit cards tucked into the inside pocket of the front 
passenger side door. The officer seized these credit cards and 
immediately realized there were approximately ten different 
credit cards issued by ten different financial institutions in the 
names of ten different people. Officer Foley placed the suspect 
under arrest and recovered a total of $1,067 on him and in the 
door pocket next to-‘him. Inside a large back pack which was at 
the suspect’s feet were the following items;

This suspect was asked 
to step out of the vehicle 
and when he did, Officer 
Foley observed a Saks Fifth 
Avenue receipt on the floor 
where his feet had just been. 
The receipt was dated today 
and for the merchandise in 
the two bags (see evidence 
list). The last four numbers 
of the credit card used to at- 
tempt to purchase the mer- 
chandise was later located 
in his back pack along with 
more credit cards in other 
people’s names. This sus- 
pect was placed under ar- 
rest and found on him was 
a total of $2,529.00 that was 
separated into five different 
folds in three different pants 
pockets. He had no bank re- 
ceipts, pay stubs or any oth- 
er plausible explanation for 
why he had so much cash on 
his person. 

As of the typing of the 
officer’s report, it is still not 
known if any of the four oc- 
cupants of this vehicle were 
authorized to operate it. The 
only rental contract found 
had an expiration date of 
“2/8/2016.” It had no names 


listed and showed it had 


been rented by “Success 
Driving School” and that the 
vehicle was owned by P.V. 
Holdings. For this reason, 
the vehicle was towed and 
impounded by Ayers tow- 
ing. The rental agreement 
and the credit card that one 
of the suspects had initially 


~ attempted to conceal were 


seized as evidence. The re- 
maining rear passenger was 
issued a citation for no seat 
belt and sent on his way. 
The operator was cited 
for the initial motor ve- 
hicle infractions: The two 
suspects under arrest were 
transported to the _ sta- 
tion for booking. The rear 
seated suspect provided a 
false name but fingerprints 
showed his true name. For 
this reason, the officer had 


probable cause to believe 
he fraudulently acquired the 
New York license using the 
stolen identity of “Johnny 
LEE and date of birth. 

The front passenger’s 
prints came back to the 
name, date of birth and so- 
cial security number associ- 
ated with the Massachusetts 
license he provided at the 
scene, however, a total of 
five additional driver’s li- 
censes were located in his 
possession. All five had his 
picture on them but had dif- 
ferent names, date of births 
and addresses. The licenses 
were issued by New York, 
Illinois and Pennsylvania. 

Officer. Foley believed 
that this suspect fraudulent- 
ly acquired these licenses 
using five different stolen 
identities. and along with 
the second suspect, they 
used these cards to assist in

ous credit cards and check 
related crimes.

pects were in possession of, 
. humerous check books (be- 


longing to numerous per- 
sons with various names), 
numerous credit cards (in 
the names of others) two 


ledgers containing hundreds ~ 


of names of suspected fraud 
victims along with their date 
of births and social security 
numbers and hundreds of 
bank and credit card -state- 
ments with hundreds of dif- 
ferent names. 

. Based on the totality of 
these circumstances, Officer 
Foley believed the cash re- 
covered from both men (to- 
taling $3,596) is evidence 
of their crimes. The two 
suspects were found to be 
in possession of a total of 96 
different credit cards issued 
in various names by various 
financial institutions. 

The front passenger sus- 
pect had. a wallet with a 
metal badge engraved with 
“ICE Agent” and the other

Quincy-Born Bill Dana, 
Famous Comedian 


Bill Dana, who was born 
in Quincy and became one 
of the biggest comedy stars 
of the 1960s with his Jose 
Jimenez character, died June 
15 at his home in Nashville, 
TN. 

Mr. Dana was 92. 

Born Oct. 24, 1924 in the 
City of Presidents, he was 
a 1942 graduate of Quincy 
High School. 

The comedy legend’s 
real name was William Sza- 
thmary but he changed it to 


-an easier to remember Bill 


Dana when he appeared on 


‘the scene as a writer and 


sometime performer on the 
old Steve Allen show. He 
would gain a measure of 
fame in the entertainment 
world as the comic with the 
thick Spanish accent, Jose 
Jimenez, that he created on 
the show. 

The character — a bum- 
bling Bolivian _ bellhop, 
became a cultural phenom- 
enon in the early 1960s. Mr. 
Dana was invited to perform 
the character at the inaugu- 
ral gala of President John F. 
Kennedy in 1961. 

The character eventually 
got his own show, The Bill 
Dana Show, which appeared 
on TV from 1963 to 1965. 

Mr. Dana, who was not 
Latino but rather Hungarian- 
Jewish descent, stopped do- 
ing the character in 1970 as 


cultural attitudes changed. 

Other credits in Mr. Da- 
na’s entertainment career 
included writing the famous 
“Sammy’s Visit” episode of 
All in the Family television 
show. In one scene Sammy 
Davis, Jr. kisses Archie

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Neponset River Watershed Association Marks 50th Anniversary 


When the Neponset Riv- 
er Watershed Association 
(NepRWA) was founded 50 
years ago, its namesake riv- 
er was so polluted that peo- 
ple feared venturing onto its 
waters. 

Today, paddlers in ca- 
noes and kayaks are a reg- 
ular sight on the river on 
summer weekends. From 
its headwaters in Foxboro 
to Dorchester Bay, the river 
and its tributary streams flow 
cleaner and more freely, 
thanks to NepRWA efforts 
over the past half-century. 

Members from the 14 wa- 
tershed communities along 
with local and state officials 
recently celebrated the anni- 
versary at NepRWA’s annual 
meeting in Norwood. “The 
Neponset River Watershed 
Association’s work over the 
past 50 years has given us a 
much cleaner and more ac- 
cessible river today,” said 


- Steve Brayton of Dedham, 


a member on the NepRWA 


board of directors. 

In his address, NepRWA 
Executive Director [an 
Cooke reviewed the orga- 
nization’s first 50 years and 
then turned to the future. 
““We’ve come a long way, 
but the job of preserving and 
protecting the river and its 
watershed is never finished. 
We have plenty of challeng- 
es ahead to keep us busy for 
another 50 years,” he said. 

Recognition for the 50th 
anniversary milestone in- 
cluded citations from the 
state legislature and Gov- 
ernor Charlie Baker. State 
Sen. Walter Timilty (D- 
Milton), who presented the 
awards, praised NepRWA 
“for your long-time efforts 
to preserve and protect our 
watershed.” 

The Neponset Conser- 


#vation Association, as it 


was originally named, was 
founded in 1967, just a 
few years after passage of 


the Hatch Act, the Com-~ 


monwealth’s first wetlands 
protection legislation. At 
the time, the notion that the 
Neponset River, contami- 
nated by decades of indus- 
trial waste, could be a recre- 
ational resource or a valued 
wildlife habitat would have 
seemed fantastical. In ad- 


dition, a new threat was 


looming: a plan to extend 
Route I-95 through the Fowl 
Meadow into Boston. 

But even then some en- 
visioned a different river. In 
1966 a small group of activ- 
ists got a radical idea that led 
directly to the association’s 
start a year later. The group 
decided to paddle down 
the Neponset through Fowl 
Meadow to Lower Mills 
with a newspaper reporter in 
tow. It was far from a pleas- 
ant paddle on the river, as 
the reporter wrote: 

The moment we set 
our canoes into the putrid, 
murky water...we were 
overwhelmed by the nox- 


ious odor caused by the in- 
dustrial waste dumped into 
the river...gobs of sludge 
floated past us...more gobs 
of raw paper over a foot 
thick, so blocked our pas- 
sage... that we were forced 
to carry the canoes for about 
half a mile until we found a 
clear area. 

The Neponset of 1967 
is long gone. The Associa- 
tion’s early efforts helped 
defeat the highway plan and 
start the ecological recov- 
ery. In the decades since, 
NepRWA has succeeded in 
reducing industrial -pollu- 
tion and stormwater runoff, 
as well as removing old ne- 
glected dams. 

Today, NepRWA priori- 
ties include water quality 
monitoring, further reduc- 
ing stormwater runoff, and 
improving stream flow in 
tributary streams to benefit 
fish and other wildlife. 

“As we move into our 
second half-century, we re-

Nowhere does the poster state the 
name of the company, an address or any positive reviews 


that can be confirmed. 


A “Google” check of the telephone number referred to 
the offer as a scam and not to give out your credit card num- 
ber or bank account information. As always, do your home- 
work before giving away money to scammers! :

The building will include

students from properly see- 
ing their work as they tran- 
scribe their essay on to the 
computer. She opined the 
students could be forced to 
condense or drop words and 
sentences during the heat of 
the exam. 

“I’m concerned about the 
small box students have to 
type in for a text-based -es- 
say,” she said. 

Colleague Barbara Isola 
agreed, saying that the text- 
box is much too small to al- 
low quality writing on such 
an important assessment 
exam. She said the textbox 
hinders students from prop- 
erly formulating their sen- 
tences. 

“I do a text message (on 
a cell phone) and it goes off 
the screen and I’m not con- 
cerned about grammar and 
structure,” she said. “An 
assessment not only tests 
what children know, they 
learn while they are doing 
the test.” 

A few of the students giv- 
ing video testimonials noted 
they found the essay portion 
of the MCAS time consum- 
ing. 

Lebo voiced frustration 
with the state, saying it is 
“inexcusable” they designed 
the textbox in this manner. 

Isola suggested the com- 
mittee contact the state ex- 
pressing their concern over 
the textbox. 

“I would like us as a 
school committee to discuss 
whether or not something 
should be sent to (the state) 


to express our concern about 


_ this,” she said. 


Lebo suggested the dis- 
trict’s writing specialists 
weigh in on the matter and 
provide feedback to the 
committee before contact- 
ing state officials. ~ 

“I would like to hear 
from a writing specialist if 
they would really ask (stu- 
dents) to write like that if 


~ they couldn’t look at their 


work easily,” she said. “We 
wouldn’t teach them in this 
way. I would like to get 


_ some expert advice so we 


could formulate a response 
to the state. We should ask 
if they are planning to im- 
prove it.” 

Committee member 
James D’Amicis concurred, 
saying that teachers should 
relate how the students are 
dealing with the issue. 

“We should get an idea 
and hear the experience they 
have with their students and 
what we can do to improve 
upon based on their experi- 


“ence,” he said. 


Perkins explained that the 
students are given paper and 
pen to prewrite their essays 
and open responses and then 
transcribe the content on the 
computer. She said teachers 
work with students prepar- 
ing them on how to prewrite 
and transfer their work. 

Roy added that teach- 
ers instruct their students 
to write with “quality over 
quantity.” 

School committee Vice 
Chairman Paul Bregoli 
questioned how “students 


can access their work on 
the computer, organize their 
thoughts, correct, edit and 
get the final document pre- 
sentable to the state” by pre- 
writing and then transcribing 
the content to the textbox. 
“There are so many flaws 
in this (exam),” he said. “T’ll 
be curious to see how we do 
when the final results come 
in.” 
The committee will be 
looking into drafting a let- 
ter to the Massachusetts 
Association of Schools and 
the state education commis- 
sioner on the matter. 
Perkins and Roy said this 
spring’s new hybrid MCAS 
went well. They said teach- 


ers have been preparing sfi-" 


dents for the new “next gen- 
eration assessment” exam 
that is more centered on

standards. 

Students featured in the 
video testimonials said they 
were prepared and most felt 
they did well on the test. A 
few found the math portion 
harder than previous MCAS

Students in grades 4 and 
8 took the exam online this 
spring while the other grades 
used paper and pencil. The 


‘remaining grades will be 


phased in taking the test on 
computer over the next two 
years. 
For the first time, all stu- 
dents could ask teachers for 
help during the exam if they 
had an issue such as not un- 
derstanding a particular 
word,or a problem with the 
computer. 

According to Perkins, 
there are accommodations 
for students with disabilities 
including a dictation fea- 
ture.

The ingredients for ham cake are very 
similar to a recipe that I use when making 
crab cakes.

I have lots of patients who love to bake, 
and get so excited when I provide them with 
healthier versions of their favorite things.

Her recipe had tons of sugar 
and used good old white flour. This one 
has neither. Not as sweet as what most are 
used to, but once you take out all the sugar, 
your palate adjusts and what you used to 
think was “normal” ends up tasting far too 
sweet. 

Here is a recipe for banana strawberry 
bread that is grain free and only uses a teeny 
bit of sweetener. 

BANANA STRAWBERRY 
GRAIN FREE BREAD 


3 organic ripe bananas, mashed 
2 organic eggs 

2 tsp baking powder 

% cup chopped walnuts 


14% cup blanched almond flour NOT al- 
mond meal (Bob’s Red Mill or Honeyville 
makes a great one) 

4 tsp baking soda 

Y% cup organic strawberries (coped) 

oil to grease the pan (I use coconut) 

% tsp cinnamon 

2 tablespoons maple syrup or honey 


INSTRUCTIONS 

1. Preheat oven to 350 degrees and 
grease loaf pan with coconut oil 

2. Combine the baking powder, soda, 
cinnamon and almond meal then stir in the 
strawberries, bananas, maple syrup and 
eggs and mix well. 

3. Add chopped walnuts, mix and pour 
into the loaf pan. 

4. Bake for 40 min or until toothpick 
comes out dry 

5. Let bread sit for 10 min and remove to 
completely cool 

6. Serve and enjoy.

Powassan (POW) virus 
disease is a rare, but often 
severe disease that is caused 
by a virus spread by infected 
ticks. 

Approximately 75 cases 
of POW virus disease have 
been reported in the United 
States over the past 10 years. 
Human Powassan (POW) 
virus infections have been 
acknowledged in the United 


States, Canada and Russia. 


In the United States, cases 
of POW virus disease have 


been reported -principally. 


from northeastern states as 
well as the Great Lakes re- 
gion. These cases occurred 
predominantly in the late 
spring, early summer and 
mid-fall when ticks are most 
active. 

POW virus disease is a 
nationally notifiable illness. 
Cases are reported to CDC 
by state and local health de- 
partments. While it is true 
that POW virus cases are 
rare, the reported number 
of cases have risen in recent 


_~ years. 


POW virus is one of a 
collection of arthropod- 
borne viruses (arboviruses) 
that can trigger inflamma- 
tion of the brain (encepha- 
litis). Humans become in-

fected with POW virus from 
the bite of an infected tick. 
POW virus is not transmit- 
ted directly from person- 
to-person. Humans do not 
develop high enough con- 
centrations of POW virus in 
their bloodstreams to infect 
feeding ticks, thus humans 
are considered to be “dead- 
end” hosts of the virus. Any 
person ‘bitten by a tick in a 
region where the virus is 
frequently found can get in- 
fected with POW virus. The 
threat is greatest for people 
who live, work or recreate 


. in brushy or wooded areas, 


because of a more signifi- 
cant exposure to potentially 
infected ticks. 

POW virus is sustained 
in a cycle between ticks and 
small-to-medium-sized _ro- 
dents. In North America this 
would include woodchucks, 
squirrels, and white-footed 
mice. The incubation period 
(time from tick bite to begin- 
ning of illness) varies from 
one week to one: month. 
Numerous people who be- 
come infected with POW 
virus develop no symptoms 
at all. POW virus can cause 
encephalitis (inflammation 
of the brain) and meningitis 
(inflammation of the mem- 


branes that surround the 
brain and spinal cord), both 
of. which can be life threat- 
eping conditions 

Symptoms of Powassan 
Virus may result in the fol- 
lowing scenarios: 

¢ Many people who be- 
come infected with Powas- 
san (POW) virus do not de- 
velop any symptoms. — 

e The incubation period 
(time from tick bite to onset 
of illness) ranges from about 
1 week to 1 month. 

¢ POW virus can infect 
the central nervous system 
and cause encephalitis and 
meningitis 

¢ Symptoms can include 
fever, headache, vomiting, 
weakness, confusion, loss 
of coordination, speech dif- 
ficulties, and seizures. 

e¢ Approximately half 
of those who survive have 
permanent neurological 
symptoms, such as recurrent 
headaches, muscle wasting 
and memory problems. 

e Approximately 10% 
of POW virus encephalitis 
cases are fatal. 

There is no particular 
medicine that is available 
to cure or treat POW virus 
disease.

¢ There are no vaccines 
or medications to treat or 
prevent POW virus infec- 
tion. 

e If you think you or a 
family member may have 
POW virus disease, it is 
imperative to contact your 


health care provider for 


evaluation and diagnosis. 

¢ Persons with severe 
POW illnesses often need 
to be hospitalized for treat- 
ment. Treatment may in- 
clude respiratory support, 
intravenous fluids, and med- 
ications to reduce swelling 
in the brain. 

The best way to prevent 
POW virus disease is by 
protecting yourself from 
tick bites. 

¢ Avoid contact with ticks 
by avoiding wooded and 
bushy areas with high grass. 

¢ Apply insect repellents 
to bare skin, according to la- 
bel instructions. Repellents 
containing DEET may be 
applied to exposed skin, but 
only last a few hours. 

e Clothing and gear can 
be treated with permethrin, 
which continues to be pro- 
tective through _ several 
washings. 

¢ Locate and remove ticks 
immediately before they 
have a chance to bite and at- 
tach. Bathe or shower (pref- 
erably within 2 hours after 


being outdoors) to wash off 


and find ticks on your body. 


e Conduct a full-body 
tick check. Parents Should 
thoroughly check children, 
especially in their hair. 

e Also inspect clothing, 
gear and pets. 

¢ Tumble dry clothes in 
a dryer on high heat for 10 
minutes to kill ticks on dry 
clothing after you come in- 
doors. 

¢ If the clothes require 
washing first, hot water is 
recommended. Cold and 
medium temperature water 
will not kill ticks effective- 
ly. If the clothes cannot be 
washed in hot water, tumble 
dry on low heat for 90 min- 
utes or high heat for 60 min- 
utes. The clothes should be 
warm and entirely dry. 

If you are worried that 
someone you know might 
have Powassan virus disease 
consult a healthcare provid- 
er. Diagnosis is based on a 


‘combination of signs and 


symptoms and _ laboratory 
tests of blood or spinal fluid. 
These tests typically detect 
antibodies that the immune 
system creates against the 
viral infection. Initially, di- 
agnosis is often based on the 
patient’s clinical features, 
places and dates of travel 
(if patient is from a non-en- 
demic country or area), ac- 
tivities, and epidemiologic

Newport Ave. Proposal, Two Others OK’d

The Planning Board gave 
its approval to a proposed 
80-unit apartment build- 
ing on Newport Avenue in 
North Quincy after its de- 
veloper agreed to scale the 
project down. 

The board also approved 
townhouse projects in Quin- 
cy Point and North Quincy 
at its meeting on June 21, 
and heard plans for a Bud- 
dhist learning center in 
Quincy Point. 

Arista Development had 
initially proposed a 100- 
unit building with 100 park- 
ing spaces at 1-13 Newport 
Ave:, currently home to an 
industrial paint facility. The 
original proposal was for a 
seven-story building — five 
floors of apartments above 
two levels of parking. 

Ed Fleming, Arista’s at- 
torney, said the developer 
revised plans for the site 
following the first. Planning 
Board hearing on the matter 


in March. As part of the re- 
vision, Arista lopped off the 
top floor of the building — 
reducing it to four stories of 
apartments above two levels 
of parking —lowering the to- 
tal number of units to 80. Of 
those units, 51 will be one- 
bedrooms, 25 will have two 
bedrooms and the other four 
will be studios. 

Arista also reconfigured 
the parking garage. Origi- 
nally one level would have 
been accessible from New- 
port Avenue and the other 
from Arlington Street. In 
the revised plan, with 101 
spaces between them, will 
be accessible from Arling- 
ton Street. 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain signaled his support 
for the project in a letter to 
the board. 

“This project overall 
will add a significant con- 
tribution and welcome im- 
provement to the currently 
blighted and dilapidated

Arista for the changes made 
to the proposal. 

The new apartment build- 
ing will be located across 
Arlington Street from a new 
180-room hotel, which the 


Planning Board approved 


in February. The hotel will 
be located on a vacant lot at 
the corner of Arlington and 
West Squantum Streets, and 
will most likely operate un- 
der a Marriott brand. 

The townhouse proposal 
in Quincy Point is located at 
27 Mill St., where the Mar- 
ion Group will tear down 
‘the single-family home on 
site to make way for nine 
new units. Each townhouse 
will have two bedrooms and 
two-and-a-half baths. Twen- 
ty parking spaces will be lo- 
cated on site — two for each 
unit, plus two guest spaces. 

The North Quincy town- 
houses are located at 95 
East Squantum St. There, 
the Gillan Family Trust 
will tear down the existing 
residence and replace it with 
eight townhouses. Each will 
have two bedrooms and 
two-and-half baths and 20 
parking spaces will be pro- 
vided — two per unit, plus 
four guest spaces. Members 
of the Gillan family, who 
have lived on site for more 
than 40 years, will purchase 
at least seven of the eight 
townhouses, Fleming said. 

The Massachusetts Bu- 
dhi Siska Society has pro- 
posed building the Buddhist 
learning center at 54 Massa- 
chusetts Ave./15 Glenwood 
Way. The existing residen-

tial buildings, which are 
used to house volunteers, 
will be maintained on site. 

Rob Fleming, the ap- 
plicant’s attorney, said the 
new learning center would 
stand four stories tall. The 
first floor will house lobby 
space, a medication area 
will be located on the sec- 
ond floor, and floors three 
and four will be used for a 
library space for the Rev. 
Shi Kuan Yin’s extensive 
collection. 

“You have comparable 
libraries at Harvard Uni- 
versity and Princeton Uni- 
versity, and not much else 
throughout this entire coun- 
try,” Fleming said. 

The learning center will 
not be open to the public; 
up to ten scholars will be in- 
vited to study the collection 
at one. There will also be a 
librarian on staff. 

The Massachusetts Bu- 
dhi Siska Society has owned 
a temple on Massachusetts 
Avenue for 30 years. Flem- 
ing said Quincy is important 
to the society — because of 
the city’s demographics and 
its proximity to top universi- 
ties in Boston. 

“To pack it up and move 
elsewhere is difficult — 
Quincy has been very im- 
portant to them,” he said. 
“Tt’s important for the pro- 
motion and the service of 
expanding their religion that 
it does move forward.” 

The Planning Board did 
not vote on the proposal 
June 21. The application 
was continued to the board’s 
next meeting on July 19. 


Will My Benefit 
Amount Ever Increase?

Dear Rusty: I’m still working right now, but everyone 
I talk to about Social Security seems to say that I should 
wait to take my benefits because once I start the amount will 
never go up. Problem is I really need the money now. Is it 
really true that once I claim the amount of my Social Secu- 
rity will never go up? Signed: Curious 

Dear Curious: Well, there is a lot to be said for wait- 
ing as long as you can to take your benefits, not the least 
of which is that the longer you wait the larger your benefit 
amount will be. If you apply when you turn 62, you’ll only 
be getting about 74% of what you would get if you waited 
until your full retirement age (which for most people apply- 
ing today is between 66 and 67). And for the most part, that 
is the benefit you will receive for the rest of your life, except 
in the following circumstances: 

¢ Cost of Living Adjustments (COLAs) are calculated 
annually by Social Security according to a formula using the 
Consumer Price Index to determine the rate of inflation. If 
the result of that calculation calls for it, your benefit amount 
will increase by a small percentage to keep pace with the 
cost of living. While the COLA increases your benefit in 
most years, no cost of living adjustment occurred in 2009, 
2010 and 2015 and the 2016 increase was a mere 0.3%. So 
your benefit amount will usually, but not always, increase as 
necessary for inflation. 

¢ If you work while you’re collecting Social Security 
and you earn a significant salary, there is a chance your 
benefit amount could increase. That’s because of the way 
that Social Security determines your benefit amount in 
the first place, which is by taking your 35 highest-earning 
years to arrive at your Average Indexed Monthly Earnings, 
from which your benefit amount is calculated. If you have, 
within that 35 year window, years in which you had zero 
earnings, or very low earnings, your current earnings could 
replace one or more of those years os your benefit to 
increase slightly. 

¢ If you collect benefits and work before reaching your 
full retirement age and you exceed Social Security’s annual 
earnings limit, they will withhold some of your future ben- 
efits. But that doesn’t mean that you’ll lose those withheld 
benefits forever because, when you reach your full retire- 
ment age, they’ll recalculate your benefit amount to give 
you time credit for any months they withheld benefits be- 
cause you earned more than the annual limit. That means 
that your benefit amount will go up a little when they do that 
recalculation. 

¢ If you are collecting benefits on your own work record, 
and you have a spouse who is not yet collecting Social Se- 
curity, it’s possible you may get a “spousal boost” when 
your spouse finally files for benefits. This would occur if 


the benefit you are entitled to as a spouse is higher than your © 


benefit on your own record, which might be the case if your 
spouse is the higher-earning partner. The easy way to look 
at this is: if one-half of your spouse’s benefit at full retire- 
ment age is more than your current benefit from your own 
work record, you should contact your local Social Security 
office to ensure you get the maximum benefit you’ re entitled 
to. , 

So, as you can see, the benefit amount you first get when 
you apply for Social Security isn’t fixed because you will 
usually get an annual COLA adjustment for inflation, and 
it may also increase if any of the fairly common circum- 
stances described above apply to you. There are a couple 
of other less common circumstances which could apply for 
those grandfathered from changes made by the Bipartisan 
Budget Act of 2015, but those are outside the scope of this 
article. But, with the possible exception of a spousal boost, 
don’t expect any increase you might get to be very large.

The school committee 
unanimously approved the 
2017-18 school operating 
budget on June 14 that in- 
cludes funding for two new 
elementary teachers and 
additional staff that will re- 
store some previously lost 
programs. 

The $105.9 million level 
services spending plan cov- 
ers increased costs and $2.5 
million in contractual raises. 
Thanks to an increase of 
$400,000 in state Circuit 
Breaker monies and an ad- 
ditional $2.9 million appro- 
priation from the city, school 
officials had $1.2 million 
available to address staffing 
needs, academic programs 
and support as well as some 
non-academic areas. 

School Supt. Dr. Rich- 
ard DeCristofaro said that 
the school committee and 
his leadership team worked 
with Mayor Thomas Koch 
in developing the budget. 
~ DeCristofaro said that he 
is appreciative for the ad- 


ditional appropriation from - 


the city that is helping to 
restore some staff and pro- 
grams that have been cut in 
- previous years due to lim- 
ited funding. 


“We are thankful to May- 


or (Thomas) Koch for again 
increasing our bottom line 
which has allowed growth 
over the past four years,” he 
said. “This year in particular 
we are adding teachers that 
will give us high quality 
class sizes and adding new 
programs.” 

The budget is $3.3 mil- 
lion more than this year, rep- 
resenting a nearly 3 percent 
increase. Some savings was 
realized through teacher re- 
tirements and reductions in 
some non-academic expens- 
es including utility costs. 

School officials plan to 


add two teachers to address ~ 


grade 4 class sizes at the 
elementary level. One will 
teach at Lincoln-Hancock 
School and the other at Clif- 
ford Marshall. 

There will be two addi- 
tional fulltime English Lan- 
guage Learner (ELL) teach- 
ers — one at Beechwood 
Knoll and one at Quincy 
High School to meet the in- 


creasing needs of the ELL 


student population. Also, an 
additional ELL aide will be 
hired as well as more trans- 
lators. 

The budget is also fund- 
ing two new fulltime middle 
school library/media teach-

ers that will fully restore 
the middle school library 
program where each middle 
school will now have full li- 
brary support. 

Adding a halftime mid- 
dle school technology/engi- 
neering teacher will provide 
technology/engineering 
classes for all middle school 
students as well as grade 5 
students at both Sterling 
and Point Webster middle 
schools. 

Officials are planning to 
add a fulltime special edu- 
cation teacher for Quincy 
High School and a part-time 
music teacher to assist at the 
elementary level. A new pre- 
kindergarten CARES class 
will be established in the fall 
at the Della Chiesa Early 
Childhood Center through a 
reallocation of staff. 

An additional nurse will 
be shared by Parker, Lin- 
coln-Hancock and Clifford 
Marshall schools to meet 
increasing caseloads by the 
nursing staff. 

Also included in the bud- 
get is $35,000 to purchase 
more student assessment 
materials. During a recent 
presentation to the com- 
mittee on the budget, the 
district’s primary grade cur- 
riculum coordinator Mad- 
eline Roy explained that the 
curriculum and assessment 
team is proposing to expand 
the math benchmark assess- 
ment tool to grades four 
through six. The assessment 
is now used in grades two 
and three. 

The tool measures stu- 
dent growth in math, lan- 


guage and reading. Broad > 


Meadows Middle School 
is piloting the program this 
year in grades six through 
eight with the plan to ex- 
pand it to the middle grade 
level in the future. The as- 
sessments provide informa- 
tion for administrators to 
measure student achieve- 
ment and provide needed 
support. 

Although special educa- 
tion tuitions are expected 


to increase by $1 million,. 


officials have said the hike 
would be offset by an addi- 
tional $400,000 in state Cir- 
cuit Breaker funds coming 
to the city. Increases in spe- 
cial education transportation 
and student furniture will be 
offset by decreases in sev- 
eral non-academic areas.

ing some savings through 
$456,000 in teacher retire- 
ments, $208,000 from four 
vacant teaching positions 
and $225,000 from reduc- 
tions in non-academic line 
items. 

Officials anticipate a sav- 
ings of about $400,000 in 
electricity costs in the com- 
ing year due to solar arrays - 
that have been installed on 
some schools to provide 
power for the buildings. 


Business director James 
Mullaney told the committee 
that an estimated $300,000 
savings is .anticipated this 
year in electrical costs. 

“We budgeted a $400,000 
surplus for next year,” he 
said. 

Committee member 
Anne Mahoney had voiced 
concern that the electrical 
line item is being decreased 
based on estimates and not 
hard numbers. During a pre- 


vious budget discussion, of- 
ficials had said the city was 
having some issues with the 
contractor, SolarCity, but 
was working out the kinks. 

Mahoney _ asked Mul- 
laney to provide the com- 
mittee with actual cost sav- 
ings. . 

“It’s important that we 
get information regarding 
SolarCity,” she said. 

In a related matter, the

Hancock-Adams Green 
Construction Commences.

Construction of a new 
$15.7 million park connect- 
ing City Hall to the United 
First Parish Church is now 
underway and is expected to 
take about a year. 

The city plans to con- 
struct the new public park, 
known as the Hancock- 
Adams Green, in a former 
stretch of Hancock Street 
that closed to traffic last 
year. Funding for the new 
park was included in a $27 
million bond requested by

cil earlier this spring. The 
bond will be paid for using 
hotel tax receipts. 
Halifax-based WES 
Construction is overseeing 
the construction.of the new 
park, which will take about 


a year to complete. The, 


company, which was the 
low bidder for the Hancock- 
Adams Green project, is the 
same firm that built the new 
Creedon Stadium at North 
Quincy High School, which 
opened last fall. 

_ WES began fencing off 
sections of the park space 
earlier this month and be- 
gan excavation June 22. The 
contractor will complete site 
work for the park this year, 
with the park’s features in- 
stalled next year. 

“This construction sea- 
son, what people will see is 
primarily underground work 
and site work that is setting 
the stage for the final pieces 
next spring and summer,” 
said mayoral spokesman 
Chris Walker. 


Those pieces will include 
statues of John Hancock 
and John Adams, which 
were commissioned for the 
new park, cast in Italy and 
are now in storage await- 
ing their installation in the 
Quincy Center park. The 
statues will be surrounded 
by granite engravings de- 
tailing the lives of the two 
Founding Fathers. The park 
will also feature two water 
features, a promenade along 
what was once Hancock 
Street and new trees. 

Walker said those features 
would make the Hancock- 
Adams Green a world-class 
park once it is completed. 


Pedestrian access to City | 


Hall and the United First 
Parish Church will be main- 
tained at all times during 
construction, Walker said. 
The work is being confined 
to the now-closed area of 
Hancock Street, so disrup- 
tions to vehicular traffic, if 
any, will be minimal.

MBTA Station 
Project Approved 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Construction of a $205 
million mixed-use project 
at the North Quincy MBTA 
— featuring 610 apartments 
and 50,000 square feet of 
retail space — is expected 
to begin sometime in 2018 
after the Planning Board 
signed off on the project. 

The Planning Board ap- 
proved the proposal from 
two firms — Atlantic Devel- 
opment and Bozzuto -De- 
velopment — to develop the 
parking lot on the Hancock 
Street side of the station at 
its meeting on June 22. The 
Planning Board had begun 
its review of the proposal in 
January. : 

DJ. MacKinnon, the 
president of Hingham-based 
Atlantic Development, said 
the developers must still co- 
ordinate with the MBTA on 
construction of the project. 

“It will be sometime 
next year before we start 
physical construction,” he 
told reporters following the 
board’s unanimous vote. 

The project will unfold in 
two phases over three years. 
The developers will spend 
about a year building an 
852-car garage — the same 
number of spaces that are 
currently on site. The proj- 
ect will include a total of 
nearly 1,600 parking spaces 
once completed. 

The second phase will 
include construction of the 
mixed-use buildings with 
the apartments and ground 


floor retail. Construction of 


those buildings, which will 
envelope the garage, is ex- 
pected to take two years. 

MacKinnon said there 
is great interest in the retail 
space that will be built on 
site, but no specific use has 
been determined. 

“There is a lot of inter- 
est in the retail because it 
is a great neighborhood, 
but nothing specific at this 
point,” he said. 

The North Quincy sta- 
tion will remain open during 
construction, and MacKin- 
non said at least 260 spaces 
on the Hancock Street side 
of the parking lot will re- 


main available at all times . 


during the process. There is 
additional T parking to the 
west of the train tracks off 
Newport Avenue. 
Atlantic and Bozzuto will 
make $230 million in lease 
payments to the MBTA over 
the course of a 99-year lease 
with the transit agency. 
MacKinnon has said _ the 
project will provide Quincy 
with $1.6 million annually 
in property taxes; the city 
will also receive $2 million 
in permitting fees and a con- 
tribution to the Affordable 
Housing Trust Fund. 

The project is expected 
to create 150 permanent 
jobs, and up to 1,100 work- 
ers will be employed during 
construction. 

The MBTA first released 
a request for proposal for 
the 7-acre site at the North

O’Connell will lease 130 
spaces in the new 730-car 
municipal parking garage 
that will be constructed on 
the Hancock Lot, per terms 
of the land disposition 
agreement.

O’Connell 
is responsible for construct- 
ing and maintaining the park 
under his agreement with 
the city. 

Chestnut Place is the 
second of two mixed-use 
projects approved for the 
Hancock Lot. The Planning 
Board in May approved 
LBC Partners’ plans for 
Nova Residences — a 171- 
unit apartment building with 
15,000 square feet of retail 
space at 1500 Hancock St. 
Demolition of the exist- 
ing one-story commercial 
buildings in the 1500 block 
of Hancock Street is set to 
start this summer. 

Like O’Connell’s Chest- 
nut Place plans, LBC first 
unveiled its proposal for the 
site in,April 2015. At the 
time, LBC ‘hoped to build 
a hotel on Hancock Street, 
but switched to apartments 
because of market condi- 
tions. The building’s second 
floor, with 36 units, could be 
converted into a hotel in the

FROM cane TO NAGGING LEG PAIN

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«. On Thursday, June 15, at approximately 4:10 p.m., mem- 
bers of the‘Quincy Police Drug Control Unit were conduct- 
ing surveillance in the Houghs Neck area. At this time, De- 
tective Glennon observed a known heroin user drive out of 
a gas station. 

The DCU received complaints about this particular 
male using drugs. The male drove from Houghs Neck to 
the Montclair Area where he stopped on Ardell Street. He 
exited his vehicle and walked into the driveway of a home 
and less then 30 seconds later, he returned to his vehicle. 
He then drove to the North Quincy MBTA Station where he 
picked up a male, also a known substance (heroin) abuser. 

_ The two males were followed into Dorchester where they 
were stopped in traffic. The passenger then exited the vehi- 
cle and got into the front passenger seat of a Dodge Dakota 
which was directly behind the vehicle he was originally in. 
The license plate was queried on the Dakota and it showed 
it was registered to a man who had past drug charges on 
his reeord (heroin).The male then proceeded onto Hancock 
Street with Detectives Glennon and O’Brien following him. 

The Dakota turned onto Hill Street and parked, being 
watch by Detectives Cassidy and Powers. The two occu- 
pants waited in the vehicle. The male suspect was followed 
up Hancock Street for a few blocks and then turned left onto 
Rill Street. He was approached by a male who entered the 
front passenger seat of the vehicle and they drove off. -De- 
tective Glennon then observed the vehicle on the next street 
with the male suspect as the sole occupant/driver. 

As he approached the corner, Detectives Powers and 
Cassidy observed the male suspect pull up to the Dodge 
Dakota and the vehicles then dreve off together. Both ve- 
hicles were then followed back towards Quincy, where the 
detectives elected to stop both vehicles. Once stopped, De- 
tective O’Brien approached the male suspect’s vehicle and 
announced “Quincy Police” with his badge displayed.

one occupant holding a hypo- ; 
dermic needle and had a paper LT. DAN MINTON 
fold in his lap. Detective Cas- . 
sidy had this suspect exit the vehicle and as he did this the 
paper fold and needle fell to the ground. Detective Powers 
then read suspect (2) his Miranda Rights to which he stated 
he understood. 

Detective Powers asked where the drugs were and sus- 
pect 2 pointed to the ground. Detective Cassidy recovered 
the paper fold which contained heroin. He also possessed a 
bag of hypodermic needles. Detective Glennon approached 
the driver’s door and observed the driver holding an un- 
capped hypodermic needle. Detective Glennon ordered the 
driver (suspect 3) to drop the needle which could be used as 
a weapon. 

Detective Glennon read suspect 3 his Miranda Rights to 
which he stated he understood. He asked suspect 3 if he 
had any drugs and the suspect said it was in his hand. He 
gave the heroin to the Detective. Detectives Coen, Duran, 
and Keenan arrived after the stop. Detective Coen located 
an open corer bag in suspect 3’s wallet which contained a 
light green powder.

THE FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION DOES NOT 
WANT YOUR BANK ACCOUNT INFORMATION: 

The FTC sent out a bulletin advising people not to give 
out personal information to any federal, state or local agency 
just because “‘you” have been asked to. The latest example: 
Some people have received an email that claims to be from 
Maureen Ohlhausen, the FTC’s Acting Chairman, however, 
it is not. The email asks you to provide your bank account 
information so that you can get money owed to you from the 
government’s settlement with Western Union. The email is a 
scam to steal your financial information. In 2016, consum- 
ers reported more complaints about imposter scams to the 
FTC than any other fraud. If you get an email as described, 
do not respond or click on any links. You can forward it to 
the FTC at spam@uce.gov. The FTC is involved in a $586 


million settlement with Western Union, but the U.S. Depart- . 


ment of Justice will control the refund process, which has 
not started yet. 

Scammers continue to create ruses like this because there 
are enough victims to make it profitable. They’ll say any- 
thing or claim to be anyone to get your financial information 


— then they’ll use it to steal from your financial accounts ” 


or commit other crimes. The FTC does shut down scams 
and return money to people who lost it to dishonest or un- 
fair business practices. They will never ask for money, your 
Social Security number, or any banking information so you 
can apply for a refund or cash a check. If the FTC needs to 
get money to you, they will usually send a check through 
the mail.

Faulty Wires 
Blamed For 
West Quincy Fire

A two-alarm fire that 
caused $200,000 in damage 
to a West Quincy home was 
likely caused by faulty wir- 
ing. 

Firefighters were called 
to the home 38 Branch St. — 
a dead-end road off of Cen- 
tre Street — around 10:45 
a.m. on June 21. Five en- 
gines, three ladders and the 
department’s rescue truck 
all responded to the fire in- 
side the. two-story home, 
and it took 45 minutes to put 
out the fire. . 

‘The first firefighters on 
scene smelled smoke and 
observed it coming from 
the attic of the home. The 
fire spread from the attic to 
bedrooms in the back of the 
home because it could not 
vent out of the attic. 

The homeowner, an 
89-year-old woman, was 
home when the fire started 
and was at the front door 
when firefighters arrived. 
Fire Chief Joseph Barron 
said the woman was taken to 
South Shore Hospital Wey- 
mouth for an evaluation. 

About twenty firefighters 


responded to the scene. One 


firefighter was treated and 


released from Quincy Medi- 
cal Center after a portion 
of ceiling collapsed on him 
while overhauling inside the 
house to check for hot spots. 
Barron said that firefighter 
was taken there for precau- 
tionary reasons. 

The chief said the fire 
was mostly likely caused by 
faulty wiring and was not 
suspicious in nature. 

“It appears to be electri- 
cal in nature — faulty wir- 
ing,” Barron said. “It was a 
very old house.” 

The house at 38 Branch 
St. was built in 1880, ac- 
cording to the city asses- 
sor’s online database.

Quincy Man Guilty Of Bella Bond Murder

A Quincy man was found 
guilty of second-degree 
murder Monday in the death 
of Bella Bond, the 2-year- 
old girl who became known 
as “Baby Doe” after her 
body was found on Deer Is- 
land two years ago. 

A jury in Suffolk County 
Superior Court convicted 
Michael McCarthy, age 37, 


on the charge of murder in 
the second degree after four 


days of deliberations. McCa- 


rthy faces a mandatory life 
sentence with the possibility 


of parole after years and was — 


to be sentenced by Judge Ja- 
net Sanders Wednesday. 
Bond’s body was found 
on Deer Island in Boston 
Harbor by a passerby in 
June 2015. She was dubbed 


“Baby Doe” as .Massachu- 
setts State Police attempted 
to identify her. 

It wasn’t until September 
2015 that investigators were 
able to identify the body. At 
that time, Bella’s mother, 
Rachelle Bond, and Mc- 


Carthy, her then boyfriend,’ 


were arrested in connection 
with the death after Rachelle 
Bond told a friend McCarthy 
killed her daughter. 


Bond, age 40, pleaded 
guilty in February to being 
an accessory after the fact 
for helping McCarthy dis- 
pose of her daughter’s body. 
She testified against McCa- 
rthy at his trial. 

McCarthy’s attorney 
contended RachelJe Bond 
was the real killer who made 
up a “web of lies” to blame 
McCarthy. .
